* it was £1111 called for a Second time ; and, in (hort. 
4 contrary to all other Epilogues, which are dropp'd 

* after the third Reprefentation of the Play, this 
'« bas already been repeated nine times. , ... 

. 'I muft own, I am the more furprifed to «nd 
4 this Ceufure in Opposition to the whole, Town, 

* in a Paper which has hitherto been famoas for 
'<■ the Candour of its Griticilms. """- ■ - 

4 I can by no means allow your melancholy Cor- 
' refpoudent, that the new Epilogue isJunnatural, 
"' becaufe it is gay. If I had a mind to be learned 
.' I could tell htm, that the Prologue and Epilogue 
4 were real Pans of the ancient Tragedy ; bat eve- 

* ry one knows that on the Britijb Stage they are 
4 diftinct Performances by themfeives ., Pieces intire- 
'* ly detatched from the Play, and no way effen- 
-« tial to it. 

* The Moment the' Play ends, Mvs.Oldfield is no 
4 more Andromache, but Mrs. Oldfield; andtho'the 
4 Poet had left Andromache Jtoac- dead upon theStage, 
4 as your ingenious Correfpondent phrafes it, Mrs. 
4 Oldfield might- ftill have fpok? a merry Epilogue. 
4 We have an Inftance of this \a a Tragedy, where 
4 there is not only a Death, but a Martyrdom. St. 
4 Catherine was there perfonated by NeilGwin, (he 
4 lies Stone-dead upon the Stagey but upon thofe 
4 Gentlemens offering to remove her Body, whofe 

* bufinefs it is to carry off the Slain in- our Englijh 
4 Tragedies, (he breaks out into that abrupt begin- 
4 ning, of what was a vtry ludicrous, but at the 
4 fame time thought a very good Epilogue. 

Hold, are y>>u mad'? you damn'd confounded Dog, 
J am to rife and f peak the Epilogue. 

1 This diverting manner was always praQifed by 
4 Mr. Drydcn, who, if he was not the belt Wri- 
4 ter of Tragedies in his Time, was allowed by 
4 every one to have the happieft Turn for a Pro- 
4 logue or an Epilogue. The Epilogues to Cleo- 
• 4 men'es, Don SebaJUan,The Duke of Gn'tfe, Aurenge 
* Zde, and Love Triumphant, are all Prefidents of 
' this natsre. 



* I might further juftifie this Practice by that Ex- 
cellent Epilogue which was fpoken a few Year* 
iince, after the Tragedy of Phoedra and Hippoli- 
tus; With a great many others, in which the Au- 
thors have endeavour'd to . make the Audience 
Jnerry. If they have not all fucceeded fo well as 
the Writer of this, they have, however, fhewa 
that it was not for want of Good-will. 
4 I muft further obferye, that the Gayety of it may 
be ftill the more proper, as it is at the End of a Frexch 
Play; fince every one knows that Nation, who are 
generally efteemed to have aspoiire aTafte as aof 
in Europe, always clofe their Tragic Entertainments 
with what they call a Petite Piece, which is pur- 
pofely defign'd to raife Mirth, -and fend away the 
Audience well pleafed. The fame Perfon, who 
has fupported the chief Character in the Tragedy, 
very often plays the Principal Part in the Petite 
Piece, fothatl have my felf feenat Paris, Oreftes 
and Lnbin acted the fame Night by the fame Man.' 
4 Tragi -Comedy, indeed, you have your felf in 
in a former Speculation found fault with very 
juftly, becaufe it breaks the Tide of the Paffions 
while they re yet flowing ; but this is nothing at 
all to the prefent Cafe, where they have already 
had their full Courfe. 

' As the new Epilogue is written conformably 
to the Practice of our beft Poets, fo it is notfuch, 
an one which, as the Duke of Buckingham fays 
in his Rehearfal, might ferve for any other Play, 
but wholly rifes out of the Occurrences of the 
Piece it was Compofed for. 
4 The only Reafon your Mournful Correfpondea* 
gives againft this : facetious Epilogue, as he calls it,"" 
is, that he. has a mind to go home Melancholy. I 
wifli the Gentleman may not be more Grave than 
Wife: For my own part,, I muft confefs I. think 
it very fufffcient to have the Anguifh of a fictiti- 
ous Piece remain upon me while it is reprefent- 
ing, but I love to be feat home to Bed in a good 
Humour. If Phyfibulus is however refolved to 
be inconfolable, and not to have his Teats dried 
up, he need only continue his old Cuftom, and 
when he has had his half Crowns worth of Sor- 
row, flink out before the Epilogue begins. 
4 It is pleafant enough to hear this Tragical Ge- 
nius complaining of the great mifchief 'Andromache 
had done him : What was that ? Why, ' (he made 
him laugh. The poor Gentleman's Sufferings 
put me in mind of Harlequin's Cafe, who was 
tickled to Death. He tells us foon after, thro' a 
fmallMiftake of Sorrow for Rage, that during the 
whole Action he was fo very Sorry, that he thinks 
he could have attack'd half a Score of the fierceji 
Mohocks in theexcefs of his Grief. I cannot but 
look upon it as an happy Accident, that a Man 
who is fo bloody-minded in his Affliction, wa» 
diverted from this Fit of outragjous Melancholy. 
The Valour of this Gentleman in his Diftrefs, 
brings to ones Memory the Knight of the Sorrow- 
ful Countenance, who lays about him at fuch an 
unmerciful rate iflan old Romance. I (hall readily 



' grant him, that his Soul, as he himfelf fays, wsuld 
have made a "very ridiculous figure, hud it quitted 
' the Body, and descended to the Poetical Shades in 
' fuch an Encounter. 

' As to his Conceit of tacking a Tragic Head with 
1 a Comic Tail, in order to refrejh the Audience, it 

* is fuch a Piece of Jargon, that I don't know what 

* to make of it. 

' The Elegant Writer makes a very fudden Tran- 
c fition from the Play-houfe to the Church, arid 
' from thence to the Gallows. 

' As for what relates to the Church, he is of O- 
' pinion that thefeEpilogues have given occafion to 

* thofe merry Jiggs from the Organ- Loft, which have 
' dijfipated thofe goo dThoughts and Difpojitions he has 
' found in himfelf, and the reft of the Pew, upon the 
'.finging of two Staves cuWd out by the judicious and 
' diligent Clark. 

* He fetches his next Thought from Tyburn ; and 
' feems very apprehenfive leaft there (hould happen 

* any Innovations in the Tragedies of his Friend Paul 

* Lorrain. 

' In the mean time, Sir, this gloomy Writer, who 
' is fo mightily fcandalized at a gay Epilogue after 
4 a ferious Play, fpeaking of the Fate of thofe un- 

* happy Wretches who are Condemned to fuffer an 

* Ignominious Death by the Jultice of our Laws, 

* endeavours to make the Reader merry on fo im- 
« proper an Occafion, by thofe poor Burlefque Etf- 
« preflions of Tragical Drama's aud Monthly Per- 
« formances.

CAptain Sentry was laA Night at the 
Cuib, and produced a Letter from tpf- 
wuh, which his Correfpondeflt delired him 
to Communicate to his Friend the Spectator. 
It contained an Account of an Engagement between 
a French Privateet Commanded by one Dominic!^ 
Pottiere, and a little VefTel of that Place laden 
with Corn; the Mr.ftcr whereof, as I remember, 
was one Goodwin. The Englijh Man defended him- 
felf with incredible Bravery.and beat off the French, 
after having been boarded three or four Times. 
The Enemy ftill came on with greater Fury, and 
hoped by his Number of Men to carry the Prize $ 
till at laft the bnglifb Man finding himfelf fink a 
pace, and ready to Perifh, ftruck : But the Erfecf 
which this lingular Gallantry had upon the Captain 
of the Privateer, was no other than an unmanly De- 
fire of Vengeance for the Lofs he had fuftained in 
his feveral Attacks. He told the Ijifwic h Man in 
a fpeaking Trumpet, that he would not take him 
aboard ; and that he ftay'd to fee him fink. The 
Englifj Man at the fame Time cbferved a Diforder 
in the Veffel, which he rightly judged to proceed 
from the Difdain which the Ship's Crew had of 
their Captain's Inhumanity : With this hope he 
went into his Boat, and approached the 'Enemy. 
He was taken in by the Sailors in fpite of their 
Commander, but tho' they received him againit 
his Command, they treated him wheh he was in 
the Ship in the Manner he directed. Pottiere caufed 
his Men to hold Goodwin while he beat him with 
a Stick, till he fainted with Lofs of Blood, and 
Rage of Heart ; after which he ordered him into 
Irons, and without giving him any Food, but fuch 
as one or two of the M cn Stole to him' under Peril 
of the like Ufage : After having kept hint feveral 
Days overwhelmed with the Mifery of Stench, 
Hunger and Sorehefs, brought him into Calice. 
The Govcrnour of the. Place was fpon acquainted 
with all that had parTed, difmifs'd Pottiere from 
his Charge with Ignominy, and gave Goodwin all 
the Relief which a" Man of Honour would bellow 
upon an Enemy .Barbaroufiy treated, ,to recover 
the Imputation of Cruclity upon nis Prince and 
Cotrntfy. 



When Mr. Sentry had read his Letter, full of 
many other Circumftances which aggravate the Bar- 
barity, he fell into a fort of Criticifin upon Magna- 
nimity and Caurage, and argued that thev were in- 
f. "parable 5 and that Courage, without Regard tQ 
Jiiflice and Humanity, was no other than tiie Fierce - 
nefs of a wild Beaft. A good and truly bold Spin:.; 
continued he, is ever actuated by Reafod and 3 
Senfe of Honour and Duty : The Airectatipn of fuch 
aSpirit, exerts it felf in an impudent Aipc't, fin over- 
bearing Confidence, and a certain Negligence ofgiv 
vingOfteice. This is yifible in all tiie cocking 
Youths you fee about this Town* who are noify in 
Aflemblies, unawed by the Prefence of wife and vir- 
tuous Men 3 in a Word, infenfible of all the Ho- 
nours and Decencies of humane Life, A fhame- 
leis Fellow takes Advantage of Merit cloathed 
with Modefty and Magnanimity, and in tHe Eyea 
of little People appears fprightly arid agre'ieble. ; 
while the Man of Reiolution and true Gallantry 
i's over-looked and disregarded, if not defpifed. 
There is a Propriety in all things. 5 and I believe 
what you Scholars call juil and fublime* in Oppofi- 
tion to Turgid and bombaft Exprefiion, may give 
you an Idea of what I mean, when I fny Mpdefty 
is the certain Indication of a great Spirit, and im- 
pudence the Afteftation of it. He that writes 
with Judgment, and never tifes into improper 
Warmths, manifefls the true Force cf Genius ; 
ift. likeMannec, he who is Quiet and Equal ir* a!! his 
Behaviour, is fupported in that Deportment by what 
vve may call true Courage* Alain, it is not 10 eafy. 
a thing to be a brave Man as the unthinking Part pf 
Mankind imagine : To dare is nqr all that there 
is in it. The Privateer We were Jetc now talking 
cf, had Bdldfiefs enough to attack h.'s Enemy^ 
bat not Greatnel's of Mind enough to admire : thc 
fame Quality exerted by that Enemy in defending 
himfelf. Thus hisbafe and little Mind-was wholly 
taken up in the fordid Regard to the Prize, of 
which he failed, and the Damage done to his b'.vn 
"Vefft'l.j and therefore ufed an honeft Man who de- 
fended his. own from him, in the Manner as he 
would a Thief that (hould rob him. . 

He was equally diilipp'.jiritec], and. bat. 3 not Spirit 
enough io co'nfiderthaioneCafe would be Laudable,.'

the other Criminal. Malice, Rancour, Hatred, Ven- 
geance, are what tear the Breafts of mean Men in 
Fight ; but Fame, Glory, Concpefts, Defires of 
Opportunities to pardon and oblige their Oppofers, 
are what glow in the Minds of the Gallant. The 
Captain ended his Difcourfe with a Specimen of 
his Book Learning ; and gave us to underftand that 
he had read a French Author on the Subject of 
Juftnefs in Point of Gallantry. I love, faid Mr. 
Sentry, a Critick who mixes the Rules of Life 
With Annotations upon Wri ters. My Author, added 
he, in his Difcourfe uponEpick Poem, takes Occa- 
fion to fpeak of the fame Quality of Courage 
drawn in the two different Characters of Tttrnm 
and MmM : He makes Courage the chief and 
greateft Ornament of Turnus ; but in MhtM there 
are many others which out-ihine it, among the reft 
that of Piety. Tumw is therefore all along painted 
by the Poet full of Orientation, his Language 
haughty and vain-glorious, as placing his Honour 
in the Manifcftation of his Valour ; Mnwt (peaks 
little, is flow to Aclion, and lliews only a fort of 
defenfive Courage. If Equipage and Addrefs make 
Turnm appear more eouragious than JEneM ; Con- 
duel and Succefs prove Mtieas more valiant than 
Turntn.

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IF we look into the three great Heroic Poems which have 
appear'd in the World.we may obferve that they are built 
upon very flight Foundations. Homer lived near joo 
Years after the Trojan War, and, as the Writing of 
Hiftory was not then in ufe among the Greeks, we 
may very well fuppofe, that the Tradition of Achilles and 
UlyJJes had brought down but very few Particulars to his 
Knowledge, tho' there is noqueftion but he has wrought in- 
to his two Poems fiich of their remarkable Adventures as 
were ftill talked of among his Contemporaries. 

The Story of JEneas, on which Virgil founded his Poem, 
was likewiie very bare of Circumftances, and by that means 
afforded him an Opportunity of embellifhing it with Ficti- 
on, and giving a full Range to his own Invention. We find, 
however, that he has interwoven, in the courfe of his Fa- 
ble, the principal Particulars, which were generally believed 
among the Romans, of JEneas his Voyage and Settlement in 
Italy. | 

The Reader may find an Abridgment of the whole Story 
as collected out of the Ancient Hiftorians, and as it was re- 
ceived among the Romans, in Dyonifius Halicarnaffeus. 

Since none of the Criticks have considered Virgil's Fable, 
with relation to this Hiftory of JEneas, it may not, perhaps, 
be amifs to examine it in this Light, fo tar as regards 
my prefent Purpofe. Whoever looks into the Abridgment 
abovementioned, will find that the Character of JEneas is 
filled with Piety to the Gods, and a fuperftitious Obfervati- 
on of Prodigies, Oracles, and Predictions. Virgil has not 
only preferved this Character in the Perfon of JEneas, but 
has given a place in his Poem to thofe particular Prophecies 
which he found recorded of him in Hiftory and Tradition. 
The Poet to»k the matters of Fact as they came down to 
him, and circumftanced them after his own manner, to 
make them appear the more natural, agreeable or furprifing. 
I believe very many Readers kave been (hocked at that lu- 
dicrous Prophecy, which one of the Harpyes pronounces to 
the Trojans in the Third Book, namely, that before they had 
built their Intended City, they fhould be reduced by Hunger 
t o eat their very Tables. But, when they hear that this was 
ne ©f the Circumftances that had been tranfmitted to the 
■Romans in the Hiftory of JEneas, they will think the Poet did 
very well in taking notice of it. The Hiftoriaa abovemen- 
tioned, acquaints us that a Prophetefshad foretold JEneas, that 
he fhould take his Voyage Weft ward, till his Companions 
fliould eat their Tables, and that accordingly, upon his land- 
ing in Italy, as they were eating their Flefh upon Cakes ©f 
Bread, for want of other Conveniences, they afterwards fed 
on the Cakes themfelves, upon which one of the Company 
faid merrily, ' 'We are eating our Tables. They immediate- 
ly took the Hint, fays the Hiftorian, and concluded the 
Prophecy, to be fulfilled. As Virgil did not think it proper 
to omit lb material a Particular in the Hiftory of JEneas, it 
may be worth while to confider with how much Judg- 
ment he has qualified it, and taken .off every thing that 
might have appeared impropet for a Pallage in an Heroic 
Poem. The Prophetefs who foretells it is an hungry Har- 
py, as the Perfon who difcovers it is young Afcanius. 
Heus etiam men/as confumimus intuit lulus! 

Such an Obfervation, which is beautiful in the mouth 
of a Boy, would have been ridiculous from any other 
of the Company. I. am apt to think that the changing 
of the Trojan Fleet into Water- Nymphs, which is the 
moft violent Mgchine in the whole EneiJ, and has given 
Offence to feveral Critics, ttdy be accounted for the fame 
way. Virgil himfelf, before he begins that Relation, premifes 
that what he was going to tell appeared incredible, but that 
it was juftified by Tradition. What further confirms me 
that this change of the Fleet was a celebrated Circumftancc 
in the Hiftory of JEneas, is, thiXOvid has given a place to the 
&mc Metamorphofisinhis account of the Heathen Mythology. 

None of the Criticks, I have met with, having confider- . 
ed the Fable of the JEneii in this Light, and taken notice 
how the Tradition, on which it was} founded, authorizes 
thofe Parts in it which appear the moft Exefiptionabfe ; I 



hope the lensrh of this P.eflection will not make it unsc- 
ceptaWc to rhe curious Part of my Readers. 

The Hiftory, which was the Balis of M.'/WsPoem, is dill 
fhoiter than cither that of the Iliad or JEneid The Pott 
has likev.-iie taken care to infert every Circun:ftance of it 
in the Botiy ofhis Fibie. The'Ninth 3-ok, which we are 
here to confider, is raifed upon that brief Account in Scrip- 
ture, wherein we are told that the Serpent was more fuo- 
tile than any Beaft of the Field, that he tempted the Woman 
to eat of the Forbidden Fruit, that fhe was overcome by th's 
Temptation, and thzt Adam followed her Example. From 
thefe few Particulars Milton has formed one of the moft 
Entertaining Fables that Invention ever produced. He has 
difpofed of thefe feveral Circumftances among fomany beau- 
tiful and natural Fictions ofhis own, that his whole Story 
looksonlylike a Comment upon facred Writ, or rather feems 
to be a full and compleat Relation of what the other is on- 
ly an Epitome. I have inlifted the longer on this Cdn- 
lideration, as I look upon the Difpolition and Contrivance 
of the Fable to be the Principal Beauty of the Ninth Book, 
which has more Story in it, and is fuller of Incidents, than 
any other in the whole Poem. Satan's traverfing the 
Globe, and ftill keeping within the Shadow of the Night, 
as fearing to be difcovered by the Angel of the Sun, wha 
had before detected him, is one of thofe beautiful Iniagina- 
ions with which he introduces this hisfecond Series of Ad- 
ventures. Having examined the Nature of every Creature, 
and found out one which was- the moft proper for his Pur- 
pofe, he again returns to Paradife; and, to avoid Difcovery, 
links by Night with a River that ran under the Garden, and 
rifes up again through a Fountain that run from it by the 
Tree of Life. The Poet; who, as we have before taken 
notice, {peaks as little as poffible in his own Peribn, and, 
after the example of Homer,-' -fills every Part df his Work 
with Manners and Character^, 1 ifitroduces a Soliloquy of this 
Infernal Agent, who was tfaiis-rSftlefs in theDeftruction oi 
Man. He is then defcrib'd as gliding through the Garden un- 
der the refemblance of a Mift, in order to find out that 
Creature in which he defign'd to tempt our firft Parents, 
This Defcription has fomething in it very Poetical and Sur- 
prizing. 

So faying, through each "thicket Dank or Dry 
Like a black Mift, low creeping, he held on 
His Midnight Search, where foonefl he might find 
The Serpent: him faft fleeping foon he found 
In Labyrinth of many a round fiSfrolfd, 
His head the midft, well-flor'a with fub tie wiles. 
The Author afterwards gives us a Defcription of the 
Morning, Which is wonderfully fuitable to a Divine Poem, 
and peculiar to that firft Seafon of Nature; he reprefents 
the Earth before it was curft, as a great Altar breathing out 
its Incenfe from all parts, and fending up pleafant Savour to 
the Noftrils of its Creator; to which he adds a noble Idea 
of Adam and Eve, as offering their Morning Worfhip, and fil- 
ling up the univerfalConfort of Praife and Adoration. 
Now when as facred light began to dawn 
In Eden on the humid flowers, that breathed 
Their morning incenfe, when all things that breath 
Trom th' Earth's great Altar fend upfilent praife 
To the Creatour, and his noftrils Jill 
With grateful fmeil, forth came the human pair 
Andjoyn'd their vocal worflnp to the Choir 
Of Creatures wanting voice 

The Difpute which follows between our two firft Pafeius 
ie reprefented with great Art: It arifes from a difference of 
Judgment, not of Portion, and is managed withReafon, net 
with Heat; it is fuch a Difpute as we may fuppofe might 
have happened in Paradife, had Man continued Happy and 
Innocent. There is a great Delicacy in the Moralities which 
are interfperfed in Adam's Difcourfc, and which the moft 
ordinary Reader cannot but take notice of. That force of 
Love which the Father of Mankijod fo finely defcribes 
in the Eighth Book, anil which I inccrted in my laft 
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Saturday's Paper,' dews it felf here in many beautiful In- 
flates: A» in thofe fond Regards he cait towards Eve at her 
parting from him. :. 

Her long with ardent look his eye purfited 
Delighted, but defiring more her fiay. * 

Oft he to her his charge of quick return 
Repeated, (lie to him as oft engaged 
To be return 'd by neon amid the Bowre. 
In his impatience and amufement during her Abfcncc. 

-- Adam the while 

Waiting defircus her return, had wove 
Of chokefi ftomers a Garland to adorn 
Her Trefjes, and her rural labours crown, 
As Reapers eft are wont their Harveft Jdueen. 
Great joy he promifed to his thoughts, and new 
Solace in her return, fo long dilay'd; 

But particularly in that paffionate Speech, where feeing 
her irrecoverably loft, he refbives' to perifh with her, rather 
than to live without her. 

- Some curfed fraud 
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Or enemy hath beguil'd thee, yet unknown, 
And me with thee hath ruin'd, for with thet 
Certain my refolution is to die; 
How can I live without thee, how forego 
Thy fweet converfe and love fo dearly jom'd, 
To live again in thefe wild woods forlorn? 
Should God create another Eve, and I 
Another rib afford, yet lofs of thee 
Would never from my heart; no, no, I feel 
The link cf nature draw me : Flefh of Flefh, 
Bone of my bone thou art, and from thy State 
Mine never fhaH be parted Blifs or Woe. 

The beginning of this Speech, and the Preparation to it, 
are animated with the fame Spirit as the Conclusion, which 
I have here quoted. 

The feveral Wiles which are put in Practice by the Temp- 
ter, when he found Eve fcparated from her Husband, the 
many pleating Images of Nature, which are intermixt in 
this part of the Story, with, its gradual and regular Pro- 
grefs to the fatal Cataflrophe, arcfo vejy remarkable, that it 
would be fuperfluous to point out their feveral Beauties. 

,1 have avoided mentioning any particular Similitudes in 
mfRema'rks on this great Work, becjufe I have given a ge- 
neral account of them in my Paper on the Firft Book. 
There is one, however, in this part of the Poem which I 
ftallhere quote,, as it is not only very beautiful, but the 
clofeft of any ,in the whole Poem. J mean that where the Ser- 
pent is defcrib'd as jrolling .fprward in all his Pride, animated by 
theeyilSpir.it, and conducting Jyq to her DeltrucTdon, while 
Adam wasa.Uoogrpatadula^e'ijwn her, to. give her his 
Alfiftance. Thefe feveral Particulars are all of them wrought 
into the following Similitude.

JUtt^ien's his Cieft, as when a wand ring fire

That fecret Intoxication of Pleafure, with all thofe tran- 
fient flufhingj of Guilt and Joy which the Poet reprefents 
in our firft Parents upon their eating the forbidden Fruit, to 
that flaggings of Spirit, damps ofjprrow and mutual Ac- 
cu&tiens which iucceed it, are conceiv'd with a wonderful 
Imagination, and defcribed in very natural Sentiments. 

WhenD/A in the Fourth JEneid yielded to thatfatal Temp- 
tation which ruin'd her, 1W tells us, the Earth trembled 
the Heavens were filled with flames of Lightning, and the' 
Nvmphs howl'd upon the Mountain Tops. Milton, in the 
fame Poetical Spirit, has defcrib'd all Nature as difturbed 
upon Eve's eating the forbidden Fruit. 

So faying, her tafh hand in ev'ti hour 
Forth reaching to the Emit, floe plucked, /lie eat: 
Earth felt the wound, and nature from her Seat 
Sighing through all her works gavefigns of Wot 
That all was loft ! . 

Upon-^w's falling into the fame Guilt, the whole Crea- 
tion appears a fecond time in Convulfions. 
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Againft his better knowledge, not deceiv'd, 
But fondly overcome with Female charm. 
Earth trembled from her Entrails, as again 
In pangs, and nature gave a fecond groan, 
Sky lowrcd and muttering thunder fome fad drops 

Wept at compleat'mg of the mortal S'm 

As all Nature fufter'd by the guilt of our firft Parents, theft. 
Symptom? of Trouble and Confternaticn are wonderfully 
ima^in'd, not only as Prodigies, but as Marks of her Sy mpa- 
thizing in the Fall of Man.' 

Adam's Converfe witli£^e, after having eaten the forbid- 
den Fruit, is an cxaft Copy of that between Jupiter and 
Juno, in the Fourteenth Iliad. Juno there approaches Ju- 
piter with the Girdle which (he had received from Venus, 
upon which he tells Iter, that fhe appeared more charming 
and deniable than fhe ever had done before, even when 
their Loves were at the higheft. The Poet afterwards de- 
fcribes them as repofing on a Summet of Mount Ida, that 
produced under them a Bed of Flowers, the Lotos, the Cro- 
cus, and the Hyacinth, and concludes his Defcription with 
their falling a-lleep. 

Let the Reader compare this with the following Paflagc 
in Milton, which begins with Adam's Speech to Eve . 

For never did thy Beauty fince the Day 
Ifaw thee firft and wedded thee, adorn 'd 
With all Eerfetlions fo enfiame my Senfe 
With ardor to enjoy thee, fairer now 
Than ever, bounty of this virtuous Tree. 

Sofaid he, and forbore not glance or toy 
Of amorous intent, well nnderjlood 
Of Eve, whofe Eye darted contagious fire. 
Her hand he feifed, and to a fliady bank 
Thick over-head with verdant roof embowr'd 
He led her nothing loath: Flow'rs were the Couch, 
Panfies, ami Violets, and Afphodel, 
And Hyacinth, Earth's fefheft fofteft lap. 
Thtre they their Jill of Love, and Loves dijhort x 
Took largely, of their mutual guilt the Seal, 
■ The Solace of their Sin, 'till dewy ftetp 
Opptefs'd them -J-^- 

As no Pcet feems ever to have ftudied Homer more, or 
to have mpi;e refembled him in thegreatnefs of Genius than 
Milton, I think I fhou'd have given but a ■ very imperfect 
Accqunt.of^is Beauties, if I had not obferved the moft re- 
markable Paflages which look like Parallels in thefe twa 
great Authors, , J imght, in the cpurfe of thefe Gritkifins, 
have taken notice of many particular Lines and ExprefTions 
wjjuch are translated from the Greek Poet, but as I' thought 
this would have appeared too minute and over-curious, I 
have -purpofely qaiitted them. The greater Incidents, 
however, ,,-are not only fet off by being fhown in the 
fame Light, w'ab feveral of the lame Nature in Homer, 
but hy that means may be alio guarded againft the Cavils 
of.tfieTa'ftelclsorJb3;aorant. .

This is fo faiflaonable, that young Men form them- 
felves upon a certain Neglect of every thing that 
is candid, fimpleand worthy of true Efteem ; and 
affl-cT: being yet wbrfe than they are, by acknow- 
ledging in their general Turn of Mind and Dif- 
courlt, rhat they have not any remaining Value for 
true Honour and Hohefty : Preferring the Capacity 
of being Artful to gain their Ends, to the Merit of 
defpiring thofe Ends when they come in Com- 
petition with their Honefty. All this is due to the 
very fiUy Pride that generally prevails, of being 
valued for the Ability of carrying their Point : In a 
Word, from the Opinion that fhallow and unex- 
perienced People entertain of the fhort lived force 
of Cunning.

{ T Take the Liberty to fend you a Fourth Let- 
' ter upon the Education of Youth : In my 
laft I gave you my Thoughts about fume particu- 
lar Tasks Which I conceived it might riot beamifs 
to mix with their ufual Exercifes, in order to 
give them an early Seafoning of Virtue; I (hall in 
this propofe fome others which- 1 fancy might 
contribute to give them a right Turn for the 
World, and enable them to make their way 
in it. 

4 The defigii of Learning is, as I take it, either 
to render a Man an agreeable Companion to 
himfelf, and teach him to fupport Solitude with 
Pleafure; or, if he is not born to an Eftate, to 
fupply that Defe£r, and furnilh him with the Means 
of acquiring one. A Perfon who applies himfelf 
to Learning "with the firft of thefe Views may be 
faid to ftudy for Ornament, as he who propofes 
to himfelf the Second properly ffudies for Ufe. 
Trie one does it to raife himferf a Fortune, the 
other to fet off that which he is already poifefled 
of: But as far the greater part of Mankind are 
included in the latter Oafs, I (hall only pro- 
Pofe fome Methods at prefent for the Service of 
fuch who expeQ to advance themfelves in the 
World by their Learning: In order to which, I 
(hall premife that many more Eftates have been 
acquired by little Accomplifliments than by 
extraordinary ones: thofe Qualities which make 
The greateft Figure in the Eye of the World not 
being always the mod ufeful in themfelves, or 
the moft advantagious to their Owners^ 

' The Ports which require Men of fhining and 
uncommon Parts to discharge them are fo very 
few, that many a great Genius goes out of the 
World without ever having had an Opportunity 
to exert it felf ; whereas Peribns of ordinary En- 
dowments meet with Occafions fitted to their 
Parts and Capacities every Day in the common 
Occurrences of Life. 

' I am acquainted with two Perfons who were 
formerly School-fellows, and have been good 
Friends ever fince : One of them' was not only 
thought an impenetrable Block-head at School, but 
fh'll maintained hts Reputation at the UniverfTty ; 
the other was the Pride of his Mailer, and the moft 
celebrated Perfon in the College of which he Was a 
Member. The Man of Genius is at prefent buried 
in a Country Parforiage of eight-fcore Pounds a 
Year; while the other, with the bare Abilities of 
a -common Scrivener, has got an Eftate of above 
an hundred thoufand Pounds. 

' I fancy from what I have' faid it will almoft 
appear a doubtful cafe to many a weaithy Citizen, 
whether or no he ought to wiflv his Son fhould 
be a great Genius ; but this 1 am %e of, that no- 



thing is more abfurd than to give a Lad theEdu- 
cation of one. -wham Nature. has not favour'd 
with any particular Marks of Diftintfion. 
' The Fault therefore of our Grammir Schools 
is, that every Boy is pulhed on to Works of Ge- 
nius ; whereas it would be far more advantage*, 
ous for thegreatelt part of them, to be taught fuch 
little Practical Arts and Sciences as do not require 
any great fhare of Parts to be mafter of them, and 
yet may come often into Play during the coutfe 
of a Man's Life.,' 

' Such are all the parts of Practical Geometry. 
I have known a Man contraS a Friendfhip with 
a Minirter of State, upon cutting a Dial in his 
Window ; and remember a Clergy-man who got 
one of the beft Benefices in the. Weft of England 
by fetting a Country Gentleman's Affairs in fome 
Method, and giving him an exa& Survey of his E- 
ftate. 

'While I am upon this Subject I cannot forbear 
mentioning a particular which is of ufe in every 
Station of Life, and which methinks every Mafter 
(hould teach his Scholars, J mean the Writing of 
Engh(h Letters. To this. end, inftead of perplex- 
ing them with 2*«,t» Epiftles, Themes and Verfes 
there might be a punctual Correfpondence efta' 
blifhed between tw.o Boys, who might aft in any 
imaginary parts of Bufinefs, or be allowed fome- 
times to give a range to their own Fancies, and 
communicate to each other whatever Trifles they 
thought fit, provided neither of them ever failed 
at the appointed time to anfwer his Correfpon- 
dent's Letter. , r 

* I believe I may venture to affirm, that the e& 
nerality of Boys would find themfelves mor<- ad- 
vantaged by this Cuftom, when they come to be 
Men, than by all the Greek and Latin their Ma- 
tters can teach them in feven or eight Years ' 
' The want of it is very vifible in many learned 
Perfons, who while they are admiring the Stiles 
of Demofthenes or Cicero, want Phrafes- to exprefs 
themfelves on the moft common Occafions. I 
have feen a Letter from one of thefe Latin Ora-

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I Have been very often tempted to write In- 
vectives upon thofe who have detracted from 
my Works, or fpoken in derogation of 
my Perfon ; but I look upon it as a particu- 
lar Happinefs that I have always hinder'd my Re- 
sentments from proceeding to this Extremity. I 
once had gone through half a Satyr, but found fo 
many Motions of Humanity rifing in me towards 
the Perfons whom I had feverely treated, that I 
threw it into the Fire without ever finifhing it. I 
have been angry enough to make feveral little Epi- 
grams and Lampoons, and after having admired 
them aDay or two, have likewife committed them 
to the Flames. Thefe I look upon as fo many 
Sacrifices to Humanity, and have received much 
greater Satisfaction from the fuppreffing fuch Per- 
formances, than I could have done from any Re- 
putation they might have procured me, or from any 
Mortification they might have given my Enemies, in 
cafe I had made them publick. If a Man has any Ta- 
lent in Writing, it fhews a good Mind to forbear 
anfwering Calumnies and Reproaches in the fame 
Spirit of Bitternefs with which they are offered : But 
when a Man has been at fome pains in making fui- 
table returns to an Enemy, and has the Instruments 
of Revenge in his Hands, to let drop his Wrath, 
and flifle his Refentments, feems to have fomething 
in it Great and Heroical. There is a particu- 
lar Merit in fuch a way of forgiving an Enemy, 
and the more violent and unprovoked the Offence 
has been, the greater Hill is the Merit of him who 
thus forgives it. ' 

I never met with a Confideration that is more 
finely fpun, and what has better pleafed me, than 
one in Epiiietus, which places an Enemy in a new 
Light, and gives us a view of him altogether diffe- 
rent from that in which we are ufed to regard him. 
The Senfeof it is as follows : Does a Man reproach 
thee for being Proud or 111- natured ; Envious or 
Conceited; Ignorant or Detracting? confider with 
thy felf whether his Reproaches are true, if they arc 
not, confider that thou art not the Perfon whom he 
reproaches, but that he reviles an Imaginary Being, 
and perhaps loves what thou really art, tho' he hates 
what thou appeared to be. If his Reproaches arc 
true, if thou art the envious ill-natured Man hetakes 
thee for, give thy felf another turn, become mild, 
affable and obliging, and his Reproaches of thee na- 



turally ceafe: his Reproaches may indeed continue^ 
but thou art not the Perfon whom he reproaches. 

I often apply this Rule to my ftlf, and, when I 
hear of a Satyrical Speech or Writing that is aim- 
ed at me, I examine my own Heart, whether I 
deferve it or not. If 1 bring in a Verdict againft 
my felf, I endeavour to redtifie my Conduct for 
the future in thofe Particulars, which have drawn 
the Cenfure upon me; but if the whole Invective 
be grounded upon a Fallhood, I trouble my felfno 
further about it, and look upon my Name at the 
Head of it, to fignifie no more than one of thofe 
fictitious Names made ufe of by an Author to 
introduce an Imaginary Character. Why mould 
a Man be fenfible of the Sting of a Reproach, 
who is a Stranger to the Guilt that is implied 
in it ? or fubject himfelf to the Penalty, when 
he knows he has never committed the Crime ? This 
is a. Piece of Fortitude, which every one owes to his 
own Innocence, and without which it is impoffible 
for a Man of any Merit or Figure to live at 
peace with himfelf in a Country that abounds with 
Wit and Liberty. 

The Famous Monfieur Balzac, in a Letter to 
the Chancellour of France, who had prevented the 
Publication of a Book againft him, has the follow- 
ing Words, which area lively Picture. of the Great- 
nefs of Mind fo vifible in the Works of that Author. 
tf'tt was a new thing, it may be I Jkould not be dif- 
pleafed with the Suppreffton of the firjl Libel that 
fhould abttfe me, but fince there are enough of '«* 
to make a fmall Library-, I am fecretty pleafed to 
fee the number enereaftd, and take Delight in rai- 
fmg a Heap of Stones, that Envy has c aft at me with- 
out doing me any harm. 

The Author here alludes to thofe Monuments 
of the Eaftern Nations, which were Mountains of 
Stones raifed upon the dead Body by Travellers, 
that ufed to calt every one his Stone upon it as 
they pafTed by it. It is certain that uo Monument 
is fo glorious as one which is thus raifed by the 
Hands of Envy. For my part, I admire an Author 
for fuch a Temper of Mind, as enables him to bear 
an undeferved Reproach without Refehtment, more 
than for all the Wit of any the firieft Satirical Re- 
ply. .,';• >% .. ;

Thns far I thought neceffary to explain my fclf 
in relation to thofe who have animadverted on this 
Paper, and to fhew the Keafons why I have not 
thought fit to return them any formal Anfwer. I 
mull further add, that the Work wou'd have been 
of very little ufe to the Publick, had it been filled 
with Perfonal Refledions and Debates, for which 
reafon 1 have never once turned out of my way to 
obferve thofe little Cavils which have been made 
againft it by Envy or Ignorance. The common 
fry of Scribblers who have no other way of being 
taken notice of, but by attacking what has gained 
fome Reputation in the World, wou'd have fur- 
nilhed me with Bufinefs enough, had they found 
me difpofed to enter the Lifts with 'em. 

I (hall conclude with the Fable of Boccalint's 
Traveller, who was fo peftered with the Noife of 
Grafhoppers in his Ears that he alighted from his 
Horfe in great Wrath to kill them all. This, fays the 
Author, was troubling himfelf to no manner of pur- 
pofe: Had he purfued his Journey without taking 
notice of them, the troublefome Infects would have 
died of themfelves in a very few Weeks, and he 
would have fuffered nothing from them.

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IT is owing to Pride* and a fecfet Affeclation 
of a certain Self-Exiftence, that the nobleft 
Motive for A&ion that ever was propofed to 
Man, is not acknowledged the Glory and 
and Happinefs of their Being. The Heart is trea- 
cherous to it felf, and we do not let our Reflections 
go deep enough to receive Religion as the moil ho- 
nourable incentive to good and worthy Actions. 
It is our natural Weaknefs to flatter our felves into 
a Belief, that if we fearch our inmoft Thoughts, 
we find our felves wholly difinterefted, and di vefted 
of any Views arifing front Self-Lovc and Vain- 
Glory. But, however Spirits of fuperfieial Great- 
nefs may difdain at firft Sight to do any thing, but 
from a noble Impulfe in themfelves, without any 
future Regards in this or another Being j upon ftrlc- 
ter Enquiry they will find, to aft worthily, and ex- 
pect to be rewarded only in another World, is as 
heroick a Pitch of Virtue as humane Nature can 
arrive at. If the Tenour of bur Anions have any 
other Motive than the Defire to be pleafing in the 
Eye of the Deity, it will neceffarily follow that 
we muft be more than Men, if we are not too 
much exalted in Profperity and deprefled in Adver- 
fity : But the Chriftian World has a Leader, the 
Contemplation of whofe Life and Sufferings muft 
adminifter Comfort in Affliction, while the Senfe 
of his Power and Omnipotence muft give them Hu- 
miliation in Profpefity. 

It is owing to the forbidding and unlovely Gorr- 
ftraint with which Men of Tow Conceptions"*^ 
when they think they conform themfelves to Reli- 
gion, as well as to the more odious Conduct of 
Hypocrites, that the Ward Chriftian does not car* 
ry with it at firft View all that is Great, Worthy, 
Friendly, Generous, and Heroick. The Man who 
fufpends his Hopes of the Reward of worthy Ac- 
tions till after Death, who can beftow unfeen, who 
can overlook Hatred, do Good to his Slanderer, 
who can never be angry at his Friepd, never re- 
vengeful to his Enemy, is certainly formed for the 
Benefit of Society : Yet thefe are fo far from 
heroick Virtues, that they are but the ordinary Du- 
ties of a Chriftian, 

When a Man With a fteddy Faith looks back oft , 
the great Cataftrophe' of this Day, with what 
bleeding Emotions of Heart muft he contemplate , 
the Life and Sufferings of his Deliverer ? Wh£n 



his Agonies occur to" him, how will he weep to f'e~ 
fled that he has often forgot them for the Glance 
of a Wanton, for the Applaufe of a vain World, 
for an Heap of fleeting patt Pleafures* which are 
prefent aking Sorrows * 

How pleafing is the Contemplation of the lavtu 
ly Step our Almighty Leader «>sk— in conducting 
us to his heavenly Manfions ! In plain and ap* 
Parable, Similitude and Allegory, ou£ great Ma- 
tter enforced the DoClorine 6f bur da anort j but 
they of his Acquaintance, inftead of receiving 
what they could not oppofe, were offended at 
the Prefumptibn of being wifef th«ri they : They 
could not raife their little Ideas above the Qonfa 
deration of him, in thofe Circumftances familiar 
to them, or conceive that he who appeared not 
more Terrible or Pompous, fhould have any thing 
more Exalted than themfelves* he in that Place 
therefore would not longer ineffectually exert A 
Power which was incapable of Conquering the 
PrepoSeflion of their narrow and mtan Concep-.

Multitudes follow'd him, and brought him the 
Dumb, the Blind, the Sick and Maim'd j whom" 
when their Creator had Touch'd, with a fecondj 
Life they Saw, Spoke, Leap 'd and Ran $ in Af- 
fection to him, and Admiration of his Actions, the' 
Crowd could hot leave him, but waited near him' 
till they were almoft as faint and" helplefs as others! 
they brought for Succoiir : Jle had Conipafiion on' 
them, and by a Miracle fupplyed their Neceffities. 
Oh the Extatick Entertainment, when they could 
behold their Food immediately increafe, to the! 
Diftributer's Hand, and fee thejr God in Perfon, 
Feeding and Refrefhing his Creatures : Oh Envied 
Hdppinefs .' But why do I fay Envied, as if bur 
good God did not ftill prefide' over buf temperate! 
Meals, chearful Hours, and innocent Cbnverfations. 

But tho' the facred Stbry is every where full of* 
Miracles, not inferior to this, atfd tho' in'tbe'midffi 
of thofe Acts of Divinity, he never gave the leaff 
hint of a' Defign to become a Secular Prince,' yet 
had not hitherto the Apoftles themfelves any .other 
than hopes" of Worldly Power, Preferment, Riche* 
and Pbmp: For \Ptter, upon an Ascideht of Am-' 
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lowjSi TnouU fiitfer'the Ighoitiiny, Shame and 
Death.which he foretold, that he took himafide and 
faid, Be it far from thee, Lord, this flail not he unto 
thee : For which, he fuffer'dva fever? Reprehenfion 
from his Marker; as having in h^s View the Glorj 
of Man^tather "than that of Sod. r , 

The great Change of things began to draw near, 
when the Lord of Nature thought fit as. a Saviour > 
and Deliverer to make his publick Entry into 
Jerufalem, with more than the Power and Joy, but 
none of the Orientation and Pomp of a Triumph :- 
He came Humble, Meek and Lowly 5 with an un- 
felt new Extafie, Multitudes ftrow'd his way with 
Garments and Olive-branches, Crying with loud 
Gladnefs and Acclamation, Hofannah to' the Son of 
David, Blejfedis he that cometh tri tfte Name of the 
Lord! At this Great King^s Acceffion to his Throne, 
Men were not Ennobldd but Sav'd j\ Grimes were 
not Remitted, but Sins Forgivehyhe'drd not beV 
flow Medals, Honours, Favours, but Health, Joy, 
Sight, Speech !

4 All Gentlemen of Fortune, at leaft the young 
and middle Aged, are apt to pride themfelvesa 
little too much upon their Drefs, and confequent- 
ly to value others in fome meafure upon the feme 
Confederation. .. With what GonfuflGon is a Man 
of Figure obliged to return the Civilities of 
the Hat to a Perfon whofe Air and Attire hardly 
entitle him to. it ?

This is my third Year 
at the Temple, and this is or fhould be Law. An 
ill Intention well proved, fhould meet with no 
Alleviation, becaufe it out- run it felf. There 
cannot be too great Severity ufed againft the In- 
juftice as well as Cruelty of thofe who play with 
MensLives, by preparing Liquors whole Nature, 
for ought they know, may be noxious when mix- 
ed, tho' innocent when apart : And Brooke and 
Hillier, who have enfured our Safety at our Meals, 
and driven Jealoufy from our Cups in Conversa- 
tion, deferve the Cuftom and Thanks of the 
whole Town; and it is your Duty to remind 
them of the Obligation.

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T HEN we consider the Offices of humane 
Life, there is, methinks, iomething in 
what we ordinarily call Generality, 
which, when carefully examined, feems 
to flow rather from a loofe and unguarded Temper, 
than an honeft and liberal Mind. For this Reafon 
it is abio;utely neceffary, that all Lib' r;lity fhould 
have for its Balis and Support Fnigality. By this 
Means the beneficent Sp;r:t vi];. in a Man from 
the Convictions of Reaiei , not fromthi Impulfes 
of Padion. The gcjjaifriis Man, in the ordinary- 
Acceptation, without refpect to the Demands of 
his own Family, will foot? fif,d, upon the Foot of 
his Account, that he has facrificed to Fools, Knaves, 
Flatterers, or thedefervcdly unhappy, all the Op- 
portunities of affording any future Affiftance where 
it ought to be. Let him therefore reflect, th^t if 
to beftow be in it felf laudable, fliould not a Man 
take Care to fecure an Ability to do things Praife- 
worthy as long as he lives 2 Or could there be a 
more cruel Piece of Rallery upon :: Man who fhould 
have reduced his Fortune below the Capacity of 
acting according to his natural Temper, than to 
fay of him, 7hat Gentleman ivm generous. My be- 
loved Author therefore' has, in the Sentence on the 
Top of my Paper, turned his Eye With a certain 
Satiety from beholding the Addrefies to the People 
by Largeffes and publick Entertainments which he 
afferts to be in general vicious, and nfe always to 
be regulated according to the Circarhilanc< ;. o'f 
Time and a Man's own Fortune. Aconftaat Be- 
nignity 'in Commerce with the reft of the Work], -. 
which ought to run through all a Man's Actions, has 
Effefts more ufeftil to thofe whom you obiioe, and 
lefs oftentatious in your felf. Pie turns his Pv-xom- 
mendation of this Virtue in commercial Life ; and 
according to him, a Citizen who is frank in his 
Kindneffes, a 1 d abhors Severity in his Demands ; 
he who in buying, felling, lending, doing acts of 
good Neighbourhood, is juft and cafy ; he who 
appears naturally averfe to Difputcs, and above the 
Senfe of little Sufferings, bears a nobler Charac- 
ter, and does much more Good to Mankind than 
any other Man's Fortune without Commerce cdn 
poffibly fupport. For the Citizen above all other 
Men has Opportunities of arriving at that higkji 
Fruit of Wealthy to he liberal without the leaft kjepep'ee of 
a Man's own Fortune. It is not to be denied but 
fuch a Practice is liable to Hazard ; but this there- 
fore adds to the Obligation, that, among Traders, 
he who obliges is as much concerned to keep the 
F.vjur a Secret, is he who receive! it. Th" unhap- 
py Diflinclions among us in England are fo great, 
that to celebrate the Intercourse of commercial 



Friend/hip (with which I am daily made acquaint- 
ed) would be to raife the virtuous Man fo-tnany E- 
nemies of the contrary Party. I am obliged to con- 
ceal all I know of Tarn the Bounteous, who lends at 
the ordinary Intereft, to give Men of lefs Fortune 
Opportunitjes.of making greater Advantages. He 
conceals qnder a rough Air and diftant Behaviour a 
bleeding. Compafllon and worrranifh Tendernefs. 
This is governed by the moft exacl Circumfpeclion, 
that there is no lnduliry wanting 'in the Perfon 
whom he is to ferve, and that he is guilty of no 
improper Expences. This I know of Tom, but 
who dares fay it of fo known a Tory ? The fame 
Care I was forced to.ufe fome Time ago in the Re- 
port of another's Virtue, and faid Fifty inftead of 
an Hundred, bee ufe the Man I pointed at was a 
v. higg. Actions ot this Kind are popular without 
being -invjeiiouc,. for every Man of ordinary Cir- 
cumftances looks upon a Man who has this known 
Benignity in his Nature, as a Perfon ready to be his 
Friend upon fuch Terms as he ought to expeel it ;- 
and the Wealthy, who me.y envy fuch a Character, 
can do bo Injury to its Lnterelts. but by the Imitati- 
on of it, in which the good Citizens will rejoyce td 
be rivalled. I know not how to form to my' fdf a 
greater Idea of Humane Life, than in wb;H is the 
Practice of fome wealthy Men whom I could name, 
thatmake no Step to the improvement of their own 
Fortunes, wherein they do not alfo advance thole 
of other Men, who would languilh in Poverty with- 
out that Munificence. In a Nation where there are 
fo many publick Funds to be fupported, I know not 
whether he can be called a good Subject, who 
does not imbark fome Part of his Fortune with 
the State to whofe Vigilance he owe, the feenrity 
of the whole. This certainly is an immediate 
Way of laying an Obligation upon many, and 
extending your Benignity the further! a Man can 
poflibly , who is not engaged in Commerc u 
But he who Trades, befides giving the State. forr.e 
part of this fort of Credit he gives his Banker, 
may in all the Occurrences of his Life, have his 
Eye upon removing Want from the Door of the 
Induftrious, and defending the unhappy upright 
Man from Bankrupcy. Without this Benignity, 
Pride or_ Vengeance wilL. precipitate a Man to 
chufe the Receipt of harff his Demands from one 
whom he has undone, rat'ier th;.n the whole from 
one to whom he has fhewfi Mercy. This Benignity 
is effentia to the .i£h«ra.&< :•* o"' a. fair Tradi-rj 
and any Man who deligns to enjoy his Wealth 
with Honour and Self Satisfaction : Nay it would 
not be hard to maintain, that the Practice of fup- 
porting good and induiirie/us Men, would Ja^ry * 

Man 



Man further, even to his Profit, "than indulging the 
Propenfity of ferving and obliging the Fortunate. 
My Author argues&n- this Subject, in order to in- 
cline Men^s minds to thofsJfeho want them raoft, 
after this Manner. We muft alw^y^genftder the Nature 
of things, and govern our felves^kcordingly. The 
wealthy Alan when he has repaid you, is upon a Balance 
with you ; but the Perfon whom you favoured with a 
Loan, if he he a good Man, will thinly himfelfin your 
Debt after he ha s paid you. The Wealthy and the Con- 
fpicuous are not. obgliged by the benejits you do them, 
they think, they conferred a Benefit when they receive 
one. Tour good Offices are always fufpeiled, and it is 
with then* the fame thing to expect their favour as to re- 
ceive it. But the "Man below you, who kjiQWs in the 
good youhave done him, you refpeiled himfelf more than 
his Circuntfiances , does not ail like an obliged Man 
only to him from whom he has received a Benefit, but 
alio to all who are capable of doing him one. And what- 
ever little Offices he can do for you, he is fo far from 
magnifying it, that he will labour to extenuate it in ail 
his Actions and Expreffions.

This o e Cir- 
cumftance will make every Face you fee give you 
the Satisfaction you now take in behold n? that of 
a Friend ; will make evefy Object a pleafing one ; 
will make all the Good which arrives to any Manj 
an Encreafe of Happincfs to your feif. 
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^ H E Pleafures of the Imagination are not 
wholly confined to fuch particular Authors 
as arc converfant in material Oojedts, 
but are otteii to be met with mong 
the Polite Matters of Morality, CriticUm, and 
other Speculations abltracted from Master; who, 
though they Co not directly treat of the vifi- 
ble arts of Nature, often draw from them their 
Similitudes, Metaphors, and Allegories, riy thefe 
AHolions a Truth in the Underllanding is as it 
were reflected by the imagination ; we are able 
to fee fomeihing like Colour and Shape in a Noti- 
on, and to difcovtr a Scheme of Thoughts traced out 
upon Matter And here the Mind receives a great 
deal ot Satisfaction, and nas two of its Faculties 
gratified a the f.me time, while the Fancy is buly 
in copying after the Underttanding, and traufcribing 
Ideas out of the Intellectual World into the Mate- 
rial. 

The Great Art of a Writer (hews it felf in the 
Choice of pleating Allufions, which are generally 
to be taken from the_gr^ or beautiful Works of 
Art or Nature; for though whatever is New or Un- 
common is apt to detfght the Imagination, the chief 
Defign or an Allufiou being to ihuftrate and explain 
the Pailages of an Author, it fhould be always bor- 
rowed from what is more known and common, 
than thePaffages which are to be explained. 

Allegories, when well chofen, art like fo many 
Tracks of Light in a Difcourfe, that make every 
thing about them clear and beautiful. A noble Me- 
taphor, when it is placed to an Advantage, calls a 
kinoi.of Glory round it, and darts a Lultre through 
a whole Sentence: Thefe different Kinds of Allu- 
fion are but fo many different Manners of Simili- 
tude, and, that they may pleafe the Imagination, 
the Likenefs ought to be very exact, or very agree- 
able, as we love to fee a Picture where the Refem- 
lance is juft, or the Pofture and Air graceful. But 
we often find eminent Writers very faulty in thisre- 
fptct; great Scholars are apt to fetch their Compa- 
rifonsand Allutions from the Sciencesin which they 
are molt converfant, fo that a Man may fee the 
Compafs of their Learning in a Treatife on themoft 
indifferent Subjedt. 1 have read/a Difcourfe upon 
Love, which none but a profound Chymilt .could un- 
deriland, and have heard many a Sermon that fhould 
only have been preached before a Congregation of 
Cartejians. On the contrary, your Men of Bufi- 
pe r s ufually have recourfe to fuch lriltances as are 
too mean andrfamiliar. They are for drawing the 
Reader into a Game of Chefs or Tennis, or for 
leading him from Shop to Shop, in the Cant of par- 
ticular Trades and Employments. It is certain, there 
may be found an infinite Variety of very agreeable 
Allulions in both thefe kinds, but, for the generali- 
ty, the molt entertaining ones lie in the Works of 
Nature,which are Obvious to all Capacities,and more 
delightful than what is to be found in Arts and 
Sciences. 



It is this Talent of affecting the Imagination, that 
gives an Embellishment to good. Senfe, and makes 
one Man's CortipQlitions more agreeable than ano- 
ther's. It fetts oft all Writings in general, but is 
the .very Life and higheff Perfection of Poetry. 
Where it (Lines in an Eminent Degree, it has pre- 
ferred feveia! Poe-uis fur many Ages, that have no- 
thing elfe to recommend them; and where .ill the 
other Beauties are prefent, the Work appears dry 
and inlipid, if this tingle one be wanting, t his 
fomething in it like Creation; it bellows a kind of 
Eiillence, and dmws up to the Reiider's View, le- 
veral Objects which are not to be-i<>und in Being. It . 
makes Additions to Nature, and gives a greater 
vaiiery to God's Works. In a word, it is able 
to beautifie and. adorn the mod illuftrious Scenes 
in the Univerle, or to fill the Mind with more 
glorious Shows and Apparitions, than can befound 
in any Part of it. 

We have now difcovered the tfeveral Originals 
of thole Pleafures that gratifie the Ffncy ; and here, 
perhaps, it would not be very difficult to caft un* 
der their proper Heads thofe contrary Oojedts.. that 
are apt to fill it witn Dillafte and Terrour; for the 
Imagination is as liable to Pain as Pleafure. 
When the Brain is hurt by any Accident, or the 
Minddifordered by Dream* or Sicknefs, the Fancy 
is over-run with wild difmal Ideas, and terrified 
with a ihoufand hideous Monfters of its own fra- 
ming.

There is not a Sight in Nature fo mortifying as that 
of a Diffracted Perfon, when his Imagination is trou- 
bled, and his whole Soul difordered and confufed. 
Babylon in Ruins is not fo melancholly a Spectacle. 
But to quit fo difagreeable a Subject, I (hall only 
confider, by way of Conclufion, what an infinita 
Advantage this Faculty gives an Almighty Being o- 
ver the Soul of Man, and how great a meafure of 
Happinefs or Mifery we are capable of receiving 
from the Imagination only. 

We have already feen the Influence that one Man 
has over the Fancy of another, and with what Eafe 
he conveys into -it a Variety of Imagery; how great 
a Power then may we fuppofe lodged in him, who 
knows all the ways of affecting the Invagination, 
who can infufe what Ideas he pleafes, and fillthofe 
Ideas with Terrour and , Delight to what De- 
gree he thinks fit ? He can excite Images in 
the Mind, without the help of Words, and 
make Scenes rife up before us and feem prefent 
to the Eye, without the Affiftance of Bodies or Ex- 
terior Objects. He can tranfport the Imagination 
with fuch beautiful and glorious Vifions, as cannot 

poffibly 






poffibly enter info our prefent Conceptions, or haunt 
ic with fuch ghaftly Spe&res and Apparitions, as 
would make us hope for Annihilation, and think 
Exiftence no better than a Curie. In fhortj he 
can fo exquilitely ravifti or torture the Soul through 
this fingle Faculty, as might luffice to make up the 
whole Heaven or Hell 61 any finite Being.

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Ido not know any thing which gives greater 
difturbance to Conversation, than the falfe 
Notion fome People have of Raillery. It 
ought certainly to be the firft point to be aimed 
at in Society.to gain the good Will of thofe with 
whom you converfe. The way to that, is to fhew 
• you .ue well inclined towards them : What then 
can be more abfurd, than to fet up for being ex- 
tremely fharp and biting, as the Term is, in your 
Expreflions to your Familiars ?' A Man who has 
no good Quality but Courage, is in a very ill way 
towards making nn agreeable figure-in the World, 
becaufe that which he has fuperiour to other Peo- 
ple cannot be exerted, without railing himfelf an 
Enemy. Your Gentleman ofaSatyrical Vein is 
in the like Condition. To fay a thing which 
perplexes the Heart of him you ipeak to, or brings 
blufhes into his Face, is a degree of Murder ; and 
it is, I think, an unpardonable Offence to ftiewa 
Man you do not care, whether he is pleafed or 
diipkafeci. But won't you then take a Jeft ? Yes, 
but pray let it be a Jeft. It is no Jeft to put me, 
who am fo unhappy as to have an utter Averfion 
to fpeaking to more than one Man at a Time, 
under a neceffiry to explain my felf in much Com- 
pany, and reducing me to fname and derifion, 
except I perform what my infirmity of Silence" 
difables me to do. 

Caliijlhenes has great Wit accompanied with that 
Quality (without which a Man can have no Wit 
at all) a found Judgment. This Gentleman ral- 
lies thebeftof any man I know, for he forms his 
ridicule upon a Circumftance which you are in 
your Heart not unwilling to grant him. to wit, 
that you are Guilty of an Excefs in fomething 
which is in it felf laudable. He very well under- 
stands what you would be, and needs not fear 
your Anger for declaring you are a little too much 
that thing. The Generous will bear being re- 
proached as Lavifh.and the valiant rafh, without 
being provoked to refentment againft their Mo- 
nitor.- What has been faid to be a mark of a 
good Writer, will fall in with the Character of a 
good Companion. The good Writer makes his 
Reader better pleafed with himfelf, and the agree- 
able Man makes his Friends enjoy themfelves, 
rather than him, while he is in their Company. 
Cailifthenes does this with inimitable Pleafantry. 
He whifpered a Friend the other Day, fo as to be 
overheard by a young Officer, who gave Symp- 
toms of Cocking upon the Company, that Gen- 
tleman has vety much of the Air of a General 
Officer. The Youth immediately put on a Com- 

Sofed behaviour, and behaved himfelf fuitably to 
le Conceptions he believed the Company had of 
him. It is to be allowed that Callifthtnes will make 
'a Man run into impertinent Relations to his own 
Advantage, and Exprefs the Satisfaflion he has 



1 
in his own dear felf till he is very ridiculous, 
but in this cafe the Man is made a Fool by his 6wn 
confent, and not expofed as fuch whether he 
will or no. I take it therefore.that- to make rail- 
lery agreeable, a Man muft either not fhew he is 
rallied, or think never the worfe of himfelf if 
he fees he is. . . 

jjcetus is of a quite contrary Genius, and is 
more generally admired than CaHiJihenes, but not 
with Juftice: Jcetus has no regard to the Mo- 
defty or Wesknefs of the Perfon he Rallies; but 
if his Quality or Humility gives him any Superi- 
ority to the Man he would fall upon, he has no 
Mercy in making the Onfet. He can be pleafed 
to fee his beft Friend out of Countenance, while 
the s Laugh is loud in his own Applaufe : His 
Raillery always puts the Company into little Di- 
vifions and feparate Interefts, while that of Cal- 
iijlhenes cements it, and makes every Man not only 
better pleafed with himfelf, but alio with all the 
reft in the Converiation. 

To rally well, "it is abfolutely neceflary that 
Kindnefs muft run thro' all you fay, and yo i mud 
ever preferve the Character of a Friend to fup- 
port your Pretentions to be free with a Man. 
Actlm ought to be banifhed humane Society, be- 
caufe he raifes his Mirth upon giving Pain to the 
Perfon upon whom he' is pleafant. Nothing but 
the Malevolence, which is too general towards 
thofe who excell, could maite his Company tol- 
lerated j but they with whom he converts, are 
fure to fee fome Man facrifked wherever he is 
admitted, and all the Credit. he has for Wit is 
owing to the Gratification it gives to other Mens 
ill Nature. 

Mmutius has a Wit that conciliates . a Man's 
Love, at the fame time that it is exerted againft 
his Faults. He has an Art of keeping the Perfon 
he rallies in Countenance, by infinuating that he 
himfelf is guilty of the fame Imperfection. This 
he does with fo much Addrefs, that he feems ra- 
ther to bewail himfelf,- than fall upon his Friend. 
It is really monftrous to fee how unaccountably 
it prevails among Men, to take the Liberty of - 
difpleafing each other. One would think fome- 
times that t'he Contention is, who fhall be moft 
difagreeable. Allufions to paft Follies, HinfC 
which revive what a Man has a Mind to forget 
for ever, and deferves that all the reft of the 
World mould, are commonly brought forth even 
in Company of Men of Diitin&ion. They do 
not thruft with the Skill of Fencers, but cut up 
with the Barbarity of Butchers. It is, methinks, 
below the Chafacler of Men of Humanity and 
Good- manners, to be capable of Mirth while 
-there is any one of the Company in Pain and 
Diforder. They who have the true Tafte of 
Converfation, enioy themfelves in a Communica- 
tion 



tion of each others Excellencies, and not in a Tri- 
umph over their Imperfections. Fortius would have 
been reckoned a Wit, if there had never been a 
Fool in the World : He wants not Foils to be a 
Beauty, but has that natural Pleafure in oblerving 
Petftction in others, that his own Faults are over- 
looked but of Gratitude by all his Acquaintance. 

After thefe feveralCharaaers of Men who fucceed 
or fail in Raillery, it may not be amifs to reflect a 
litrk further what one takes to be the moft agreea- 
ble Kind of it $ and that to me appears when the 
Satyr is directed againft Vice, with an Air of Con- 
tempt of the Fault, but no illWill to the Criminal. 
Mr. Congreue's Doris is a Matter- piece in this Kind. 
It is the Character of a Woman utterly abandon- 
ed, but her Impudence by the fineft Piece of Rail- 
lery is made only Generofity. 
Peculiar therefore is her Way., .

'Acute does nothing in vain ; the Creator 
of the Univeffe has appointed every 
thing to a certain Ufe and Purpofe, and 
determined it to a fettled Courfe and 
Sphere of Action, from which, if it in the leafi 
deviates, it becomes unfit to ahfwer thofe Ends for 
which it was defigned. In like Manner is it in the 
Difoofitions of Society, the civil ©economy is 
formed in a Chain as well as the natural 5 and in 
either Cafe the Breach but of one Link puts the 
Whole into fome Diforder. It is, I think, pretty 
plain, that moft of the Abfurdity and Redicule we 
meet with in the World, is generally owing to the 
impertinent Affectation of excelling in Chara&ers 
Men are not fit for, and for which Nature never 
d< figned them. 

Every Man has one or more Qualities which 
raay make him ufeful both to himfelf and others : 
Nature never fails of pointing them out, and while 
the Infant continues under her Guardianfhip, fhe 
brings him on in his Way, and then offers herfelf 
for a Guide in what remains of the Journey $ if he 
proceeds in that Courfe, he can hardly mifcarry :, 
Nature makes good her Engagements ; for as fne 
never promifes what fhe is not able to perform, fo 
fhe never fails of performing what fhe promifes. 
But the Misfortune is, Men defpife what they may 
be Matters of, and affccl what they are not fit for ; 
they reckon themfelves already poffe fs'd of what 
their Genius inclined them to, and fo bend all their 
Ambition to excell in what is out of their Reach : 
Thus they deflroy the Ufe of their natural Talents, 
in the fame Manner as covetous Men do their 
Quiet and Repofe ; they lean enjoy no Satisfaction 
in what they have, becaufe of the abfurd Inclinati- 
on they are poffeffed with for what they have not. 
Cleahthes hsd good Senfe, a great Memory, and a 
Conftitution capable of the clofeft Application : 
In a Word, there was no Profeffion in which Cle- 
anthes might not have made a verjf good Figure j 
but this wont fatisfy him, he takes up an unaccount- 
able Fondnefs for the Character of a fine Gentle- 
man j all his Thoughts are bent upon" this, inftead 
of attending a Diffection, frequenting the Courts of 
Juftice, or studying the Fathers. Cleanthes reads 
Plays, dances, dreffes, and fpends his Time in 
Drawing-rooms, inftead of being a good Lawyer, 
Divine, or Phyfician 5 Cleaiithes is a downright Cox- 
comb, and will remain to all that knew him a con- 
temptible Example of Talents mifapplied. It is to 
this Affectation the World owes its whole Race of 
Coxcombs : Nature in her whole Drama never drew 
fuch a Part ; fhe has fometimes made a Fool, but a 
Coxcomb is always of a Man's own making, by ap- 
plying his Talents otherwife than Nature defigned, 
who ever bears an high Refentment for being put 
out of her, Courfe, and never fails of taking her 
Revenge on thofe that do fo. Oppofing her Ten- 



dency iii the »Application of a Man's Parts, has the 
fame Succefs as declining from her Courfe in the 
Production of Vegetables j by the Afiiftance of Arc 
and an hot Bed, we may poflibly extort an unwil- 
ling Plant, or an untimely Sallad y but how weak, 
how taftelefs and irjfipid ? Juft as infipid as the 
Poetry of Valerlo : Valerlo had an univerral Cha- 
racter, was genteel, had Learning, thought juftly, 
fpoke correctly ; 'twas believed there was nothing 
in which Valeria did not excell j and 'twas fo far 
truc» that there w^s but one 5 Valerlo had no Genius 
for. Poetry, yet he's refolved to be a Poet 5 he 
writes Verfes, and takes great Pains to convince the 
Town, that Valerlo is not that extraordinary Perfori 
he was taken for. 

If Men Would be content to graft upon Nature* 
and affift her Qperationsj what mighty Effects 
might we expect ? Tully .would not Hand fo much 
alone in Oratory, Virgil in Poetry, or Cajjir in 
War, To build Upon itoure^isJaying the F<wn-> 
dation upon a Rock j every thing difpofes its felf 
into Order as it were of Courfe, and the whole 
Work is half done as foon as undertaken. Cicero's 
Genius inclined him to Oratory, Virgil's to follow 
the Train of the Mufes j they pioufly obeyed the 
Admonition, and were rewarded. Had Virgil attend- 
ed theBar, his rhodeft and ingenuous Virtue would 
furely have made but a very indifferent Figure'j 
and Taffy's declamatory Inclination would have been 
as ufelefs in Poetry. Nature, if left to her felf, 
leads us on in the beffi Courfe, but will do nothing 
by Compulfion and Conftraint ; and if we are riot 
fatisfied to go her Way, we are always the greateffc 
Sufferers by it. 

Wherever Nature defigns a Production, fhe al- 
ways difpofes Seeds proper for it, which are as ab- 
folutely heceffary to the Formation of any moral 
or intellectual Excellence, as they are to the Being 
and Growth of Plants 5 and I know not by what 
Fate, and Folly it is* that Men are taught not to 
reckon him equally abfurd that will write Verfes in 
Spite of Nature, with that Gardiner th^t fhould 
undertake to raife a Junquil or Tulip without the 
Help of their refpeclive Seeds. 

' As there is no good or bad Quality that does 
not affect both Sexes, fo it is not to be imagined 
but the fair Sex rau'ft have fuffered by an Affeiratiori 
of this Nature, at leaft as much as the other : The: 
ill Effect of it is irt none fo confpicuons as in the' 
two oppofite Characters o'f CAld and IrMi, CAid 
has all the Charms of Perfon, together with an a- 
bundantSweetnefs of Nature, but wantsWit,andhas 
A very illVoice 5 IrM is ugly and ungenteel, but has 
Wit and good Senfe : IfCAta would be filerit, her" 
B holders would adore her 5 if IrM would talk, her 
Hearers would admire her; but O/m's Tongue; 
runs inceffantly, while Iras gives herfelffileti't Aits 
and foft Languors ; fo that 'tis difficult to perfwade 



ones fclf that delta has Beauty and Iras Wit : Each 
negleds her own Excellence, and is ambitious of 
the other's Character 5 Itas would be thought to 
have as much Beauty as Ctelia,, and delta as much 
Wit as Iras. 

The great Misfortune of this Affe&ation is, that 
Men not only IJfe a good Quality, but alfo con- 
tract a bad one : "They not only are unfit for what 
they were deisgned, but they affign themfelves to 
What they are not fit for ; and inftead of making a 
very good Figure one Way, make a very ridicu- 
lous one another. If Semanthe would have been 
fatisfied with her natural Complexion, fhe might 
ftill have been celebrated by the Name of 
the' Olive Beauty ; but Semanthe has taken 
up an Affectation to White and R.ed, and is 
now diftinguifh'd by the Charafter of the Lady 
that paints fo well. In a Word, could the World 
be refbrm'd to the .Obedience of that fam'd 
Di&ate, Follow Nature, which the Qrade of Del- 
*/i<wpronounc'd to Cicero when he confutted what 
Courfe of Studies he fhould purfue, we fhould fee 
almoft every Man as eminent in his proper Sphere 
as Tully was in his, and fhould in a very fhort Time 
find Impertinence aad Affectation banifh'd from a-. 
mong the Women, and Coxcombs and falfe Cha- 
racters from among the Men. For my Part, I 
could never conflder this prepofterous Repungnaney 
to Nature any otherwise, than not only as the 
greateft Folly, but alfo one of the moft heinous 
Crimes, fince it is a dire& Oppofition to the Difpo- 
fition of Providence, and, (as *Tttlly expreffes* jr.). 
like the Sin of the Giants, an actual Rebellion "a? 
gairtft Heaven.

than . ftudying the particular Bent or Inclination of 
People with whom hecenverfes, and working from 
the Obfervation of Tuch their Biafs in all Mkters 
wherein he has any Intercourfe with them : For his 
Eafe and Comfort he may allure himfelf,; he «eed 
not be at the Expence of -any great Talent xx Vir- 
tue to pleafe even thofe who are pofleffed of the 
higheft Qualifications. Pride in fome particular 
Difguife or other, (often a Secret to the proud 
Man himfelf) is the moft ordinary Spring of 
Aftion among Men.. You need no more than to 
difcQver what 3 Man yalu.es h.imfelf for i then of 
all things admire that Quality, but before to be 
failing iu it your felf in Comparifon of the Man 
whom you court. I have heard, or read, of a Se- 
cretary of State in Spain-, who ferved a Prince who 
was happy in an elegant Ufe of the Latin Tongue, 
and often writ Difpatches in it with his own Hand. 
The King fhewed his Secretary a Letter he had 
Written to a foreign Prince j and under the Colour 
of aikinghis Advice, laid 3 Trap for his Applaud. 
The honeft Man read it as a faithful Cdunfellor, 
and not o»ly esfi-rpted againft his tying himfelf 
down too much by fome Exprelfions, but mended 
the Phrafe in others. You may gueS the Dif- 
patchet that Evening did not take much longer 
time j Mr. Secretary, aCToon as he came to his own 



Houfe, fent for his eldeft Son, and communicated: 
to him that the Family muft retire out of Spain, 
afloon as pofllble 5 for, faid he, the King knows 
I underftand Latin better than he does. 

This egregious Fault, in a Man of the World, 
fhould *be 3 Leflbn to all who would make their 
Fortunes : But a Regard muft be carefully had to 
the Perfori with whom you have to do ; for it is 
not to be doubted but a great Man of common 
Senfe muft look with fecret Indignation, or bridled 
Laughter* on all the Slaves who ftand round him 
with ready Faces to approve and fmile at all he fays 
intheGrofs. It is good Comedy enough to ob- 
ferve a Superior talking half Sentences, and play- 
ing an humble Admirer's Countenance from one 
thing to another, with fueh Perplexity that he 
knows not what to fneer in Approbation of: But 
this kind of Complaifauce is peculiarly the Manner 
of Courts ; in all other Places you muft conftantly 
gb farther in Complyance with the Perfons you 
have to do with, than a meer Conformity of Looks 
and Geftiires. If you are in a Country-Life, and 
would be a leading Man, a good Stomach, a loud 
Voice, and a ruftick Chearfulnefc, will go a great 
Way, provided you arc able to drink,, and drink 
any thing. But 1 was going juft now to draw the 
Manner of Behaviour I would advife People to 
praftife under fome Maxim ; and intimated, every 
one almoft was governed by his Pride. There was an 
old Fellowabout forty Years ago fo peeVi/h and fret- 
ful, though a Man of Bufinefs, that no one could 
come at him : But he frequented a particular little 
Goffee-houfe,where he triumphed over every Body 
.at Trick-track and Baggammon. The Way to pa& 
his Office well, was; firft to be infulted by him at 
one of thofe Games in his leifure Hours : For his 
Vanity was to /hew, that he was a Man of Plea- 
fure as well as Bufinefs.

When a Man has laid it down for a Pofi- 
tion, that parting with his Integrity, ;n the minu- 
teft Circnmftance, is lofing fomuch of his very 
Self; Self-love will become* a Virtue. By this 
Means Good and Evil will be the only Objecls of 
Diflike and Approbation ; and he th§t n jures any 
Man.has efrecftually wounded the Man c rhis Turn, 
as much as if the Harm bad b sen to bimidf. This 
feems to fee" the' Only Expedient to arrive *at an 
Impartiality; 'and 1 a Man -who follows fne Dic- 
tates of Truth and right Reafon, may by Artifice 
be led into Ertour, but never can into Guilt.

Our Sight therefore Teems de- 
figned to fupply all thefe Defects, and may be con- 
fideredasamOredelicateandditfufivekindofTouch, 
that fpreads it felf over an infinite Multitude of Bo- 
dies, comprehends the largeft JFigut£S_»..jand- brings « 
into our reach Tome of the mod remote Parts of the 
Univerfe. 

It is this Senfe which furniihes. the* Imagination 
■with its Ideas; fo that by the Pleafur.es of the Ima- 
gination or Fancy (which I fliall ufe promifcuoufiyj 
I here mean fuch as arife from vifible Objects, either 
when we have them actually in our view, or when 
we call up their Ideas into our Minds by Paintings, 
Statues, Defcriptions, or any the like Occafion. We 
cannot indeed have afinglelmage in the Fancy that 
did not make its flrft Entrance through the Sight ; 
but we have the Power of retaining, altering and 
compounding thofe I mages, which we have once re- 
ceived, into all the varieties of Pi&ure and Virion 
that are mod agreeable to the Imagination ; for by. 
this Faculty a Man in a Dungeon iscapable of enter- 
taining fcimfelf with Scenes and Landskips more beau- 
tiful than any that can be found in the whole Cora- 
pafs of Nature. 

There are few. Words in the EngUJh Lan- 
guage which are employed in a more loofe and un- 
circamfcribed Senfe than thqfe of the Fancy andthe 
Imagmation. I therefore thought it neceflary to fix 
and determine the Notion of thefe two Words, as I 
intend to make ufe of them in the Thread of myfol- 



lowing Speculations, that the Reader may conceive 
rightly what is the Subject which T proceed upon. 
I mull therefore defire him to remember, that by the 
Pleafures of the Imagination, 1 mean only fuch Plea- 
fures as arife originally from Sight, and that I di- 
vide thefe Pleafures into two kinds : My Defign be- 
ing firft of all to Difcourfe of thofe Primary Plea- 
fures of the Imagination, which entirely proceed 
from fuch Objeds as are prefent to the Eye ; and in 
the next placeto fpeak of thofe Secondary Pleafures 
of the Imagination which flow from the Ideas of vi- 
fible Objects, when theObjeds are not actually be- 
fore the Eye, but are called up into our Memories, 
or form'd into agreeable Vifions of Things that are 
either Abfent or Fictitious. 

. T £ c . P Iea( ur e s of the Imagination, taken 
ill their full Extent, are not lb grofs as thofe 
of Senfe, nor fo refined as thofe of the Underdand- 
ing. The lad are, indeed, mote preferable, becaufe 
they are founded on fome new Knowledge or Im- 
provement in the Mind of Man ; yet itmuft be con- 
fed, that thofe of the Imagination are as great and 
as tranfporting as the other. A beautiful Profped 
delights the Soul, as much as a Demonftration; and 
a Defcnption in Homer has charmed more Readers 
than a Chapter in Ariftotle. Befides, the Pleafures 
of the Imagination have this Advantage, above thofe 
of the Undemanding, that they are more obvious, 
and more eafietobe acquired. It is but openii»g the 
Eye, and the.Scene enters. TheColours paint them- 
felves on the Fancy, with very little Attention of- 
Though^ or Application of Mind in the Beholder. 
Weare ftruck.we know not how,with theSymmetry 
ef any thing we fee, and immediately ailent to the 
Beauty of an Objed, without enquiring into the 
particular Caufes and Occafions of it. . 

A.Man of aPolite Imagination, is let into agreat 
many Pleafures that the Vulgar are, not capable of 
receiving. He can coriverfe with a Pidure, and find 
an agreeable Companion in a Statue. He meets 
with a iecret Refrefliment in a Defcription, and of- 
ten

ten feels a greater Satisfa&ion in the Profpe£t of 
Fields and Meadows, than another does in thePof- 
feffion. It gives him, indeed, a kind of Property in 
every thing he fees, and makes the molt rude un- 
cultivated Parts of Nature adminifter to his Plea- 
fures : So that he looks upon the World, as it were, 
in another Light, and difcovers in it a Multitude 
of Charms, that conceal themfelves from the gene- 
rality of Mankind. / 

There' are, indeed, but Very few who know how 
to be idle and innocent, or have aReljih of any 
Pleafures that are not Criminal ; every Diverfioft 
they take is at the Expence of 1'ome one Virtue or 
another, and their very fit It Step out of Bufinefs is 
into Vice or Folly. A Man lhould endeavour, 
therefore, to make the Sphere of his innocent Plea- 
fures as wide as^ poffible, that he may retire into 
them withSafety, and find in them fuch a Satif- 
fadtion as a wife Man would not blufh to take. Of 
this Nature are thofe of the Imagination, which do 
not require fuch a Bent of Thought as is neceffary 
to our more ferious Employments, nor, at the fame 
time, fuffer the Mind to fink into that Negligence 
and Reinifihefs, which are apt to accompany our 
more fenfual Delights, but, like a gentle Exercife. 
•to the Faculties, awaken them from Sloth andldle- 
nefs, without putting them upon any Labour or 
■Difficulty, 

We mighthere add, that the Pleafures of the Fan- 
cy are more conducive to Health, than thofe of the 
Under/landing, which are worked out by Dint of 
Thinking, and attended with too violent a Labour 
of the Brain. Delightful Scenes, whether in Nature, 
Painting, or Poetry, have a kindly Influence on the 
Body, as well as the Mind, and not only ferve to 
clear and brighten the Imagination, but are able to 
difperfe Grief and Melaneholly, and to fet the Ani- 
mal Spirits in pleafing and agreeable Motions. For 
this reafon Sk Francis Bacon, in his Effay upon 
Health, has not thought it improper to prefcribe to 
his, Reader. a Poem or a Profped!, where he parti- 
cularly diffuades him from knotty and fubtile Dif- 
quifitions, and adviies' him to purfue Studies, that 
fill t^e Mind with fplefldid and illuftrious Objedts, 
as Hiftories, Fables, and Contemplations of Na- 

ture * ' a- 

i have in this Paper, by way of Introduction, 

fettled the Notion of thofe Pleafures of the imagi- 
nation, whicharethe Subjed of my. prefent Under- 
taking, and endeavoured, by feveral Confiderations, 
to recommend to my Reader the Purfuit of thofe 
Pleafures. I fliall,in my next Paper, examine the fe- 
veral Sources from whence thefe Pleafures are de-

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1 Shall firft confider thofe Pleafures of the Ima- 
gination, that arifc from the- actual View and 
Survey of outward Objects : Andthefe, I think, 
all proceed from the Sight of what is Qreat, 
Vncommon, or Beautiful: There may, indeed, be 
fomething fo terrible or offenfive, that the Harrour 
or Loathfomnefs-ofan ObjeS may over-bear the 
Pleafure which remits from xtsGreatnefs, Novelty, 
or Beauty; but ftill there will befuch a Mixture of 
Delight in the very Difguft it gives us, as any of 
thefe three Qualifications are moft confpicaous and 
prevailing*. 

By Gre'ktntfs, Ido not only mean the Bulk at 
any fingle Object, but the Largenefs of a whole 
View, confidered as one entire Piece. Such are 
the Profpedts of an open Champian Country, avaft 
uncultivated Defart, of huge Heaps of Mountains, 
high Rocks and Precipices, or a wide Expanfe of 
Waters, where we are not ftrudrwith the. Novel- 
ty or Beauty of the Sight, but with that rude kind 
of Magnificence which appears in many or thefe 
ftupendous Works of Nature. Our Imagination 
loves to be filled with an Objeft, or to graipe at 
any thing that is too big for its Capacity. .^ We are 
Hung intaa pleating Aftoniihment at fuch unbound- 
ed Views, and feel a delightful Stillnefs-and A- 
nmement in the Soul at the Apprehenfion ofthem.. 
The Mind of Man naturally hates every thing that 
looks like a Reftraint upon it, and is apt to rancy 
it felf under a fort of Confinement, when the Sight 
is pent up in a narrow Compafs, and fhorttiedon 
every fide by the Neighbourhood .of WaHs or Moun 
tains. On the contrary, a fpacious Horifon is an 
Image of Liberty, where the Eye has Room to range 
abroad, to expatiate at large on the Immenfity of 
its Views, and to lofe it felf amidft the Variety of 
Object* that, offer tbemfelves to its Obfervation. 
Such wide and undetermined Profpedts are asplea- 
fing to the Fancy, as the Speculations of Eternity 
or Infinitude are to the Underftanding. But if 
there be a Beauty or Uncommonnefs jpyned with 
this Grandeur, as in a troubled Ocean,. -a Heaven a- 
dorned with Stars and Meteors, or a fpacious Landskip 
cut out into Rivers, Woods, .Rocks, and Meadows, 
the Pleafure (till -grows upon us, as it ariles from 
more than a fingle Principle. '■'•'.- 

Everything that is new ox uncommon raifes a 
Pleafure in the Imagination, hecaufeit fills the Soul 
with an agreeable Surpriie, gratifies its Curiofity, 
and gives it an Idea of which it was not before 
poffeft. We are indeed, fo often con'verfant with 
one Sett of ObjeSs, and tired out with fo many 



repeated Shows of the fame Things, that whatever" • 
is new or uncommon contributes a little to vary 
Human Life, and to divert our Minds, for a while, 
with the Strangenefs of its Appearance: it i'ervesus 
for akind of Refteflimein, and takes off from that 
Satiety we are apt to complain of in our ufual and 
ordinary Entertainments. It is this that beftows 
Charms on a Montter, and makes even the Imper- 
fections of Nature to pleafe us. It is this that recom- 
mends Variety, where the Mind is every Inftant call- 
ed off to Tomcthing new, and the Attention notfuf- 
fered to dwell too long, and wafte it felf on any 
particular Object. It is this, likewife, that improves 
what is great or beautiful, and makes it afford the 
Mind a double Entertainment. Groves, Fields, and 
Meadows, are at any Seafon of the Year pleafant 
to look upon, but never fo much as in the opening 
of the Spring, when thc : 7 are ail new and frelh, 
with their firft Glof* upon them, and not yet too 
much accuftomed and familiar to the Eye. For this 
reafon thtre is nothing that more enlivt'us a Pro-. 
fpect than Rivers Jerteaus,"or Falls of Water, where 
the Scene is perpetually Ihifting, and entertaining 
the Sight every Moment with fomethjng that is new. 
W-e are quickly tired with looking upon Hills and 
Valleys, where every thing continues fixt and fet- 
led in the fame Place and Pnfture, but find our 
Thoughts a little agitated and relieved at the fight of 
fuch Objects as are ever in Motion, and Aiding a 
War from beneath rhe'Eye of the Beholder. 
■ But there is nothing that makes it's way more di- 
rectly to the Soul than Beauty, which immediately 
d'ffuies a fecret Satisfaction and Complacency thro' 
the imagination, and gives a Fmiihing to any thing 
that is Great or Uncommon. The veryfitii Difco- 
' very' of it ftrikes the Mind with an inward joy, 
and fpreads a Chearfuinefs and Delight through all 
its Faculties. There is not perhaps any real Beauty 
or Deformity more in one piece of Matter than a- 
nother, becaufe we might have teen fo made, that 
whatfoevcr now appears loathlbm to us, might have 
fhewn it felf agreeable ; but we find by Experience, 
that there are feveral Modifications of Matter which 
the Mind, without any previous Gunfidsration, pro- 
nounces at firft fight Beautiful or Deformed. Thus 
we fee that every different Species of fenfible Crea- 
tures has its different Notions of Beauty, and that 
each of them is moft affected with the Beauties of 
its own kind. This is no where more remarkable 
than in Birds of the fame Shape and Proportion, 
where, we often fee the Male determined in his 
Courtfhip by the fingle Grain or Tincture of a Fea- 
ther, 







ther, and never difcovering any Charms bat in the 
Colour of its own Species* . 5 .

There is a fecond kind a£ Beauty that we find 
in the feveral Produces of Art and Nature, which 
does not work in the Imagination with that Warmth 
and Violence as the Beauty that appears in our pro- 
per Species, hut is apt however to raife in us a fc- 
cret Delight, and a kind of Fondnefs for the Places 
or Objects in which we difcover it. This confifts 
either in the Gaiety or Variety of Colours, in the 
Symmetry and Proportion of Parts, in the Arrange- 
ment and Difpofition of Bodies, or in a juft Mixture 
and Concurrence of all together. Among thefe fe- 
veral kinds of Beauty the Eye takes moll Delight in 
Colours. We ho where meet with a more glori- 
ous or pleafing Show ' in Nature, than what ap- 
pears in the Heavens at the riling and letting of the 
Sun, Which is wholly made up of thofe different 
Stains of Light that Ihew themfelves in Clouds of 
a different Situation. For this Rcafon we find the 
Poets, who ate always addrefiing themfelves to the 
Imagination, borrowing more of their Epithets from 
Colours than from any other Topic. 

As theFancy delights in every thing that is Great, 
Strange, or Beautiful, and is ftill more pleafed the 
more if finds of thefe "Perfe&ious in the fame Oj- 
jett, fo is it capable of receiving a new Satisfaction 
by the Affiilance of another Se'irie. Thus any con- 
tinued Sound, as the Mulick of Birds, or a Fall of 
Water, awakens every moment the Mind of the 
Beholder, kid roalus "him mbre attentive to the 
feveral Beauties of the Place that lie before him." 
Thus if there arifes a Fragrancy of Smells of Per- 
fumes, they heighten the pleasures of the Imaginati- 
on, and make even the Colours and,. Verdure of the 
Landskip appear more agreeable ; for the Ideas of 
both Strifes recommend each other, and are plea- 
Tamer together than when they enter the- Mind fe- 
parately : ' As the different Colours of a Figure; when 
they are well difpofed, let off one another, and re- 
ceive an additional Beauty from the Advantage of 
their Situation.

the ptbcr; and therefore, for want pfftreh a Light, 
all that we can do in Speculations of this kind, is 
to reflefl oh thofe Operations of the Soul that are 
moft agreeable, and to ranges under their proper 
Heads, What is pleafipg or difpleafing to the Mind, 
without being able to trace\ out the feveral necefla- 
ry Caufes from whence the Pleafure or Difplea- 
fure arifcs. 

Final Caufet lye more bare and open to our Ob- 
fervatioh, as there are eften a great Variety that 
belong to the fame Effect.; and thefe, tho* they are 
not altogether fo latisfa&ory, are generally more 
ufeful than the other, as they give us greater Oc- 
cafjon of admiring the Goodnefs and- Wifiiorn of 
the firft Contriver. 

One of the_ Final Caufes of our JDelight, in a- 
ny thing that is great, may be this. The Supreme 
Author of our Being has fo formed 'the Soul ,of 
Man, that nothing but himfelf can be its lair, ade- 
quate, and proper Happfnef^ Becaufe, therefore, a 
great Part of ourHappinefs muft arife from the Con- 
templation of his Being, that he might give our 
Souls a juft Relifb of jjjcli a Contemplation, he has 
made them naturally delight in the Apprehenfion of 
what is Great or Unlimited. Our Admiration, 
which is a vtry pieaSng Motion of the Mind, im- 
mediately rifes at the Conlideration of any Object 
that takes up a great deal of room in the Fancy, 
anti, b/ conference, will improve into, the high- 
eft pitch of Aftontfhment and Devotion when we 
contemplate his Nature, that is neither circumfcrib- 
ed by Time nor Place-, nor to be comprehended 
by the largeft Capacity of a Created Being. 

He has annexed a ferret Pleafure to the Idea of 
any thing that is new or »«siaw, that he "might 
encourage us in the Purfuit after Knowledge/- and 
engage us to fearch into the Wonders of hi* Crea- 
tion ; for every new 1 Idea-brings fuch a Pleafure a- 
Iqng with it, as rewards any Pains we have taken 
iq its Acquilition, andconfequemly ferves as a Mo- 
tive to, put us upon frefh Difcoveries. " 

He has made every thing that is beautiful in our 
own Species pleafant, that all Creatures might be 
tempted to multiply their Kind, and fill the World, 



with Inhabitants ; for 'tis very remffkablethat where- 
evcr Nature is. croft in the Produttion of aMonlter 
(the Rufult of any unnatural Miiturej the Bteed is 
incapable of propagating its Likeiefs, and of found- 
ing a newOrder of Creatures; fb that unlets all At 
Bfmals were allured by the Beauty of their own Spe- 
cies, Generation would be at an eac, and the Earth 
unpeopled. " '' ■ 

In the. laft place, he has rhadeevery thing that is 
beautiful in ail other Objects pleasant, or rather has 
made io many Qbje£b appear beaurful, that he might 
render the wholeCreation more gaj and delightful .fie 
has given almoft every thing about « the Power of rai-;

andMotions : And whltRe^ori cani weaflignfor their 
exciting in us many of thefe Ideas which are different 
from any thing that exifts in the Objects themfeivesy 
(for fueh are Light and Coioors) Were it not to, 
add Supernumary Ornaments to the Univerfe, and 
make it moreagreeable to the Imagination? We are e- 
very where entertained With plea fi ng Shows and A ppa- 
ritiohs,we difcover imaginary Glories in the Heavens, 
and in the Earth,and fee fome of this Viffonary Beau-; 
ty poured out upon the wholeCreation; but what, 
a rough rmfig&tly Sketch of Nature fhould we be 
entertained With, did all her Colouring difap- 
pear, and the feveral DiftinSions of jLight arid 
Shade vanifh? In (hort, our Souls are at prefentde-. 
lightfully loft and-bewildered in a pleating Delufi- 
on, and we walk about like theJEnchanred Hero of 
aRouianee, that fees beau*tful Gaftles, Woods and 
Meadows ; and at the fame time hears the warbling of 
Birds, and the purling of Streams; hut upon thefi- 
nifhing of fome feeret Spell, the fantaft'ick Scene 
breaks up, and the difcpnfolate Knight finds himfelf 
m a barren Heath, or in a folitaryDefart. It is not 
improbable that fomething like this'may be theSrate 
of the Scrul after its fir ft Separation, in refpeci of the 
Images it will receive from Matter; tho' indeed the 
Ideas of Colours are fo pleaiiog and beautiful in the 
Imagination, that it is poffible the Soul Wilfnot be 
deprived of them, but perhaps find t htm excited by 
fome other Occafional Caufe, as they are at prefent 
by the different Imprefiions of the fubtle Matter oa 
the Organ of Sight. -■".'■

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IF we confider the Works of Nature and Aft, 
as they are qualified to entertain the Imaginati- 
on, weihall find the laft very defective, in Csm- 
parifon of the former ; for though they may fome- 
times appear as Beautiful or Strange, they can have 
nothing in them of that Vaftnefs and fmmenfity, 
Which afford fo great an Entertainment to the Mind 
of the Beholder. The one may be as Polite and 
Delicate as the other,. but can never fhew her felf 
fo Auguft and Magnificent in the Defign. There 
is fomething more hold and mafterly in the rough 
carelefs Strokes of Nature, than in the nice Touches 
and Embelliftiments of Art. The Beauties of the 
mod (lately Gardener Pataqe lie in a narrow Com- 
pafs, the kirragiBaiiaa itttto«jiat€ly runs them over, 
and requires ibmethmg elfe-to gratjfieher; but, in 
the wide Fields of Nature, the Sight wanders up 
and down without Confinement, and is fed with 
an infinite variety ,of Images,, without any certain 
Stint or Nunibm. For this Reafon we always find 
the Poet in love with a Gountry-Life, where Na- 
ture appears in thegreateft Perfection, and furnifhes 
out all thofe' Scenes that are mod apt to delight the 
Imagination. . .

But tho' there are feveral of thefe wild Scenes, 
that are more delightful than any artificial Shows; 
yet we find the Works of Nature ftill more plea- 
iant, the more they refemble thofe of Art : For in 
this cafe our Pleafure arifes from a double Princi- 
ple ; from the Agreeablenefs of the Objects to the 
Eye, and from their Similitude to other- Objects : 
We are pleafed as well with comparing their Beau- 
ties, as with furveying them, and can reprefent them 
to our Minds, either as Copies or Originals. Hence 
it is that we take Delight in a Profpedr. which is 
well laid out, and diversified with Fields ajid Mea- 



dow's, Woods and Rivers, iri thofe accidental Land- 
skips, of Trees, Clouds and Cities, that are fome- 
■ times found in the Veins of Marble, in the curi- 
ous Fret-work of Rocks and Grottos, and, in a 
Word, in any thing that hath fuch a Variety or Regu- 
larity as may feem the Effedt of Defign, in what we 
call the Works of Chance. 

[ If the produSs of Nature rife in Value, accord- 
ing as they more or lefs refemble thofe of Art, we 
may be fure that artificial Works receive a greater 
Advantage from their Refemblance of fucb. as are 
natural; becaufe here the Similitude is not onlyplea- 
fant, but the Pattern more perfed. The prettieft 
LandskTp I ever faw, was one drawn on the Wails 
of a dark Room, thaUtood oppofite on one fide to 
a navigable River, an ($s*n the other to a Park. The 
Experiment is very coirisbonin Opticks. Hereyou 
might difcover the Wav% and Equations of the 
Water in firong and proper Colours, with- the 
I lciure of a Ship entering at one end, and fail- 
ing by Degrees through the whole Piece. On ano- 
ther there appeared the Green Shadows of Trees, 
Waving to and fro with the- Wind,, and Herds of 
Deer among them in Miniature, leaping about up- 
on the Wall. T mutt confefs, the Novelty of fuch 
a fight may be ope occafion of its Pleafantnefs to 
the Imagination, but certainly, the chief Reafon is its 
near Refemblance to Nature, as it does not only, 
like other Pictures, give the Colour and Figure, 
but the Motion of the Things it reprefents. : 

We have before obferved, that there is generally 
in Nature fomething more Grand and Auguft, than 
what we meet with in the Curiofities of Aft. When, 
therefore, we fee fhis imitated in any meafure, it 
gives us a nobler amtmore exalted kind of Pleafure 
than what we receive from, the nicer and more ac- 
curate Pfoduaions of Art. On this Account our 
Englifi Gardens are not fo entertaining to the Fan- 
cy as thofe in France and Italy, where we fee a 
large Extent of Ground covered over with ah a- 
greeable nVxrure of Garden and Foreft, which re- 
prefent evtry where an artificial Rudenefs, much. 
ing. than thaf Ncatnefs. and Elegancy.. 
..*•■ ' which 




ifrhich we meet with in thofe of our own Country. 
It might, indeed, be of ill Conference to the Pub- 
lick, as well as unpfofitable to private Perfons, to 
alienate fo much Ground from Pafturage, and the 
Plow, in many Parts of a Country that is fo well 
peopled, and cultivated tpVa far greater Advantage. 
But why may not a Whole Eftate be thrown into a 
kind of Garden By frequent Plantations, that may 
turn as much to the Profit, as the Pleafure of the 
Owner? A Marin overgrown with Willows, or a 
Mountain fhaded with Oaks, are not only more 
ieautiful, but more beneficial, than When they lie 
/bare and unadorned. Fields of Corn make a plea* 
faht Profpe&i and if the Walks were a little taken, 
.^are of that lie between them, if the natural Em- 
broidery of the Meadows were helpt and improv- 
ed by fome fmall Additions of Art, and the feveral 
Rows of Hedges fet Off By Trees and Flowers, that 
the Soil was capable of receiving, a Mart might 
make a pretty Landskip' of his own PolTefftons. 

Writers, who have given us an Account o?Cbina, 
tell us, the Inhabitants of that Country laugh at the 
Plantations of our Europeans, which are laid out by 
the Rule and Line; becaufe, they fay, arty one may 
place Trees. 'in equal Rows and unifqrrri Figures. 
•They chuie 'rather to fhew a Genius in Works of 
this Nature, and therefore always conceal the Art 
by. which they direcTt therafelves. They have a 
Word, it feems, in their Language, by Which they 
exprefs the particular Beauty of a Plantation that 
thus ftrikes the Imagination at firll Sight, without 
difcovering what it is that has fo agreeable anEffecf. 
Our Brittfh Gardeners, on the contrary, inftead of 
humouring Nature, love to deviate from it asmnch 
!t$ poffible. Our Trees rife in Cones, Globes, and 
Pyramids. We fee the Marks of ;the Sciflars up- 
on every Plant and Bufh. I do not know whether 
I am lingular in my Opinion, but,.for my own part, 
I would rather look upon a Tree in all its Luxu- 
riancy and Diffufion of Boughs and Branches, than 
when it "is thus cut and trimmed into a Mathema- 
tical Figure; and cannot but fancy that an Orchard 
in Flower looks infinitely more delightful, than ^11 
the little Labyrinths of the mod fini (hed Parterre. But 
as our great Modellers of Gardens have their- Ma- 
gazines of Plants to difpofe of, it is very natural 
for them to tear up all the Beautiful Plantations of 
Fruit Trees, and contrive a Plan that may molt turn 
ro their own Profit, in taking off their Evergreens, 
and the like Moveable Plants, with which their 
Shops are plentifully (locked.

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A V I N G already (hewn how the Fancy is 
affected by the Works of Nature, and after- 
wards confidered in general both theWork9 
of Nature, and of Art, how they mu- 
tually affift and compleat each other, in forming fuch 
Scenes and Profpects as are ihoft apt to delight 
the Mind of the Beholder, I (hall in this Paper 
throw together fome Reflexions on that Particular 
Art, which has a more immediate Tendency, than 
any other, to prrsisce thofe primary* Pleafures of,, 
the imagination, which have hitherto been the Sub- 
ject of this Difcourfe. The Art I mean is that of 
Architecture, which I (hall confider only with re- - 
gard to the Light in which the foregoing Specula- 
tions have placed it, without entring into thofe Rules 
and Maxims which the great Mailers of Archi- 
tecture have laid down, and explained at large in 
nuraberlefs Treaties upon that Subject, 

Greatnefs, in the Works of Architecture, may be 
confidered as relating to tfee Bulk and Body of the 
Structure, or to the Manner in which it is built. 
As for the firft, we .find the Antients, efpecially a- 
moug the Eaftern Nations of the World, infinitely 
fuperior to the Moderns. /,...-■ 

Not to mention the. Tower of Babel, of which 
an old Author fays, there were the Foundations to 
be ices ia . h-is-timc, '.siuciiJflftfegdJik-a a .Spacious. 
Mountain; what could be more noble than the 
Walls of Babylon, its hanging Gardens, and its Tem- 
ple to Jupiter Belns, that rofea Mile high by Eight 
feveral Stories, each Story a Furlong in Height, and 
on the Top of which was the Babylonian Oofervato- 
ry? I might here, likewife, take Notice of the huge 
Rock that was cut into the Figure of Semiramis, 
'with the iroaller Rocks that lay by it in the Shape 
of Tributary Kings; the Prodigious. Balm, or arti-. 
ficial Lake, which took in the whole Euphrates, till 
fuch time as a new Canal was formed for its Re- 
ception, with the feveral Trenches through which 
that River was conveyed. I know there are Perfons 
who look upon fome of thefe Wonders of Art as 
Fabulous, but I cannot find any Grounds for fuch 
a Sufpicion,unlefsit be that we have no iuch Works 
among us at prefent. There were indeed maujgreater 
Advantages for Building in thofe Times, and in that 
Part of the World, than have been met with ever 
fince. The Earth wasestrearn>y,Truitful, Men liv- 
ed generally on Pafturage, which requifesfa much 
fmaller number of Hands than Agriculture : There 
were few Trades to employ the bufiePart of Man- 
kind, and fewer Arts and Sciences to give Work 
to Men of Speculative Tempers ; and what is more 
than all the reft, the Prince was abfplute; fo that 
when he-went to W^r } he put himfelf at the Head 
of a whole People : As we find Semiramis leading 
her two Million^ to the Field, and yet overpower'd 
by the Number of her Enemies. Tis no wonder, 
therefore, when (he was at Peace, and turned her 
Thoughts on Building, that flie could accomplifh 
fo great- Works, with fuch a prodigious Multitude 
of Labourers: B«fides that, m her Climate, there 



was Fmall Interruption of Frofts and Winters, -which 
make the Northern Workmen lie half Use Year Idle. 
I might mention too, among the Benefits of the Cli- 
mate, what Hiftorians fay of the Earth, that it fweat^" 
ed out a Bitumen or natural kind of Mortar, which 
is doubtlefs the fame with that mentioned in Hoiy 
Writ, as contributing to the Structure of BabtL: -'■ 
Slime they ufed in/lead of Mortar. 

In Egypt we (till -£ee-- their Pyramids, which an-. 
fwer to the Defrripnons th-.r h aye 'been made of 
them; and. Tqueftion not but a Traveller might 
find out fome Remains of the 'Labyrinth that co- , 
vered a whole Province, and had a hundred Temples: ' 
difpofed among its feveral Quarters and Divifions. 

The Wall of China is one of thefe Extern Pieces 
of Magnificence, which makes a ..Figure even in 
the Map of the World, altiio' an Account of it 
would have been thought Fabulous, were net the 
Wall it felfftill extant!. 

We are obliged to Devotion for the nobleft Build- 
ings, that have adorned- the feveral Countries of the - 
World. . ir is this that has fet Men at work ori 
Temples and Publick places of Worfliip, not only ■ 
that they might, by the Magnificence of the Build- ' 
injr, invite the Deity to refide within it, but that 
fuch .ftupendous. Works might, at the fame time, 
open, the Mind to vaft Conceptions, and fit it id 
cotiverfe with the Divinity of the Place, For eve- 
f) thing that is Majeftick, imprints an Avyfullnefs 
and Reverence on the Mind of the Beholder, and 
ftrikes m with the Natural Greatnefs of the Soul, \ 

in the Second place we are to confider Greatnefs 
of Manner in Architecture, which has fuch force up- 
on the Imagination, that a fmall Building, where it 
appears, (hall give the Mind nobler Ideas than one 
of twenty times the Bulk, where the Manner is or- 
dinary or little. Thus, perhaps, a Man would have 
been more aftoniihed with the Majeftick Air that 
appeared in one of Proiogenei's Statues of Alexander^ 
tho' no bigger than the Life, than he might have" ' 
been with Mount Athos, had it been cut into the 
Figure of the Heroe, according to the Propofal of 
Phidias, with a River in one Hand, and a Gity in 
the other. 

Let any one reflect: on the Difpofition of Mind 
he finds in himfelf, at his firft Entrance into the 
Pantheon At Home, and how his Imagination is fill- 
ed with fomething Great and Amazing; and, at the 
fame time, confider how little, in proportion, he is 
affected with the Infide of a Gothick Cathedral, tho* 
it be five times larger than the other; which can a- 
rife from nothing elfe, but the Greatnefs of the Man- 
ner in the one, and the Meannefs in the other. 

I have feen an Obfervation upon this Subject: id 
a French Author, which very. much pleafed me. It 
is in Monfieur Freart's Parallel of the Ancient anS 
Modern Architecture. I (hall give it the Reader 
with the fame Terms of Art which he has made ufe 
of. 1 am obferving (fays he J a thing which, iji ray 
Opinion^ is very curious, whence it proceeds, that in 
the fame quantity ofSuperfic-ies^the sue M&QXi&feems

the Reafon /fine and uncommon: I jay then, that to , 
introduce/** Architeclure this Grandeur of Man- 
ner vjeQughtfo to proceed, that the Divifion of the 
J> r l KC ]Sal Members of the Order may confift but of few 
Ear/, that they be all great and of a bold and am- 
pl/Relievo, and Swelling; and that the Eye, behold- 
ing nothing little and mean, the Imagination may be 
/more vigoroujly touched and affeBed with the Ifork^ 
' thatftands before' iL For Example; In a Cornice, if 
the Gold or Cynatium of the Corona, the Coping, the 
Modillions or Dentelii, make a noble Show by their 
graceful Projeclions, if we fee none of that ordinary 
Confufion which is the Refuit of thofe little ' Cavities, 
Quarter Hounds. of the AJlragal, and I know n'othow 
many other intermingled Particulars, which produce no 
effect in great andmaffy Works, and which very tin- 
profit ab\y take up Place to the ptejudice of the Princi- 
pal Member, it is moji certain that this Manner will 
appear Solemn and Great ; as on the contrary, that _ 
■will have but a poor and mean EffeSt, where there 
is a Redundancy of thofe f mailer Ornaments, which 
divide andjeatter the Angles of the Sight into fuch a 
Multitude of Rays, fo prefled together that the whole will 
:" appear but a Confufim. 

Among all the Figures in Architecture^ there are 
none thai have a greatcKAfr than the Concave and 
the Convex ; and we find in all the Ancient and 
Modern Architecture, as well in the remote Parts 
of China, as in Countries nearer home, that round 
Pillars and Vaulted Roofs make a great part of thofe 
Buildings which are defigned for Pomp and Mag- 
nificence. The Reafon I take to be, becaiife in thefe 
Figures we generally fee more of the Body> than in 
jhoft of other Kinds. There are, indeed, Figures 
of bodies, where the Eye may take in two Thirds 
of the Surface; but as in fuch Bodies the Sight mult 
fpiit upon feveral Angles, it does not take in one 
uniform Idea, but feveral Ideas of the fame kind. 
Look upon the Outfide of a Dome, your Eye half 
furrounds it ; look up into the ''Infide, and at one 
Glance you have all the ProfpeS of it; the entire 
Concavity falls into your Eye at one'e,tbfc Sight be- 
ing as the Center that collects and gathers into it 
the Lines or' the whole Circumference : In a Square 
Pillar, the Sight often takes in but a Fourth part of 
the Surface, and, in a Square Concave, muft move 
tip and down to the different Sides, before it is 
Mailer* of all the inward Surface. For this Reafon, 
the Fancy is infinitely more (truck with the view of ; 
the open Air, and 1 Skies, that ptfTes through an Arch, 
than what comes through a Square, or any other 
figure. The Figure of the Rainbow does not con- 
tribute tefs to its Beauty, than- the Colours, as it is 
tery Poetically described by the Son of Sirach : Look 
ai'oH the Rainbow, and praijc him that made it ; 
very beautiful it 4s in its Bnghtnefs; it encompaffes 
the Heavens with a Glorious Circle, and the Hands 
$f the Almighty have bended it. 

Having thus fpoken of that Greamefs which 
affe&s the Mind in Architecture, 1 might next 
flie'w the Pleafttre that arifes in the Imaginati- 
on from what appears new and beautiful in 
this Art ; but as every Beholder has naturally 
a greater Tafte of thefe two Perfections in eve- 
ry Building which offers it felf to his View, than 
of that which I have hitherto confidered, I ftall 
not trouble my Reader with any Reflections upon 
it, ft is fufScient for my prefent purpofe, to ob- 
ferve, that there is nothing in this whole Art which 
pleafes the Imagination, but as it is Great, Uncom- 
mon, or Beautiful.

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I At firtt divided the Pleafutes of the Imaginati- 
on, into fuch as arife from Obje&s that are 
actually before our Eyes, or that once entered . 
in at our Eyes, and are afterwards called up 
; into the Mind, either barely by its own Operations, 
01 on occafion of fomething without us, as Sta- 
rves or Defcriptions. We have already conhdered 
t'e firft Diviiion, and (hall therefore enter on the 
ther, which, for Diftinflion fake, I havecall'd the 
econdary Pleafures of the Imagination. When I 
iy the Ideas we receive from Statues, De- 
criptions, or fuch like Occafions, are the fame that 
yere once actually in our View, it muft not beun- 
ierftood that we had once Teen the very Place, 
A&ion, or Perfon which are carved ordefcribed. it 
is fuflicient, that wc-tave feen Places, Perfons, or 
A&ions,in general, which bear a P^efemblance, or at 
leaft fome remote Analogy with what we find te- 
prefented. Since it is in the Power of the Imagina- 
tion when it is once Stocked with particular Ideas, 
to enlarge, compound, and vary them at her own 

l>1 Among the different Kinds of Representation, 
Statuary is the mod natural, and {hews as tome- 
thing lihft the Objed that is reprefented. To 
make ufe of a common Inftance, let one who is 
born Blind take an Image in his Hands, and trace 
out with his Fingers the different Furrows andlm- 
prefiions of the Chiffel, and he will eafily conceive 
how the Shape of a Man, or Beaft, may be repre- 
fented by it; but Oiould he draw his Hand over a 
Viiture where all is fmooth and uniform, he would 
never be able to imagine how the feveral Promi- 
nencies and Depreffionsofa Human Body could 
be inewn on a plain Piece of Canvas, that has in 
it no Unevennefs or Iregularity. Defcripmn runs 
vet further fiom the things it reprefents thanPaiht- 
ine- for a Pidure bears a real Refemblance to its 
Original, which Letters and Syllables are wholly 
void of. Colours fpeak all Languages, but Words 
are understood only by fuch a People or Nation. 
For this reafon, tho Mens Neceffities quickly put 
hem on finding out Speech, Writing is probably 
fa later Invention than Painting; particularly we 
re told that in America when the Spaniards firft ar- 
ved there, Express were fent to the Empe- 
or of Mexico in Paint, and theNews.of his^oun- 
' y delineated bv the Strokes of a Pencil, whidiwas 



a more natural way than tlut of Writing, tho' at 
the fame time much more imperfect, becauie it is 
iir.poffibleto draw the little Connexions of Speech, 
or to give the Pitture of a Conjunction or an Ad- 
verb, it would be yet more ftrange, to reprefent 
vifible Objects by Sounds that have no Ideas an- 
nexed to them, and to make fomerhinglike Defcrip- 
tion in Mufick. Yet it is certain, there maybecon- 
fufed, imperfect Notions of this Nature raifed in 
the Imagination by an Artificial Compofition of 
Notes- and we find that great Matter,* in the Art 
are able, forhetimes, to fet their Hearers in the heat 
and hurry of a Battel, to overcaft their Minds with, 
melancholy Scenes and Apprehenfions of Deaths 
and Funerals, or to lull them into pleafiiag Dreams 
of Groves and Elidums. 

In all thefe Inttanc<s,this Secondary Pleafure of 
the Imagination proceeds from that Adiion of the 
Mind, which compares the Ideas anting from the, 
Original Obje&s , With the Ideas we receive 
from the Statue, Picture, Defcription, or Sound that 
reprefents them. It is impoffiblc for us to givethe 
neceffary Reafon, why this Operation of the Mind 
is attended with fo much Pleafure, as I have be- 
fore obferved on the fame Occafion; but we find 
a great variety of Entertainments derived from this 
fingle Principle: For it is this that not only gives 
us a relifh of Statuary, Painting and Description, 
but makes us delight in all the Afiions and Arts 
of Mimickry. It ii this that makes the feveral kinds 
of Wit pleafaut, whicji confifts, .as I have for- 
merly fnown, in the Affinity of Ideas .- And 
we may add, it is this alfo that raifes the lit- 
tle Satisfaction we fometimes find' in the different 
forts of falfe Wit ; whether it confiftSin the Af- 
finity of Letters, as in Anagram, Acroftick ; or of 
Syllables, as in Doggerel Rhimes, Ecchas; or of 
Words, as in Puns, Quibbles; or of a whole Sen- 
tence or Poem, to Wings, and Altars. The final Caufe, 
probably, of annexing Pleafure to this Operation of 
the Mind, was to quicken and encourage us in our 
Searches nfter Truth, fince the diftinguifhing one 
thing from another, and the right difcerningbavvixt 
our Ideas, depends wholly upon our comparing 
them together, arid obferving the Congru^iy or 
DliagVecmesu that appears among thelevcral Works 
of Nature. 

But 



Bat IJhall here confine my felf to thofe Pijeafures 
of the Imagination, thar proceed from Ideas raifed 
by IVords, becaufe mod of the Obfervations that 
agree with Defcriptions, are equally /Applicable to 
Painting and Statuary. 

Words, when well chofen, have fo great a Force 
in them, that a Defcription often gives us more lively 
Ideas than the Sight of Things themfelves. The 
Reader finds a Scene drawn in ftronger Colours, 
and painted more to the Life in his imagination, 
by the help of Words,' than by an actual Surveyor* 
the Scene which they defcribe. In this Cafe the Poet 
teems to get the better of Nature ; he takes, indeed, 
the Landskip after her, but gives it more vigorous 
Touches, heightens its Beauty, and fo enlivens the 
whole Piece, that the Images, which flow from the 
Objects themfelves, appear weak and faint, inCom- 
parifon of thofe that come from the Expreffions. 
The Reafon, probably, may be, becaufe in the Sur- 
vey of any Object we have only fo much of it 
painted on the Imagination, as comes in at the Eye; 
but in its Defcription, the Poet gives us as free a 
View of it as he pleafes, and difcovers to as fe- 
veral Parts, that either we did not attend to, or 
that lay out of our Sight when we firft beheld it. 
As we look on any Object, our Idea of it is, per- 
haps, made up of two or three Ample Ideas ; but 
when the Poet reprefents it, he may either give us 
a more complex Idea of it, or only raife in usfuch 
Ideas as are mod apt to affect the Imagination. 

It may be here worth our while to Examine, how 
it comes to pafs that feveral Readers, who are all 
acquainted with the fame Language, and know the 
Meauing of the Words they read, mould neverthe- 
lefs have a different Relim of the fame Defcriptions. 
W? find one tranfport.\i with a PafTage, which ano- 
ther runs over "With" CoMnefs and indifference, 
or finding the Reprefentation extremely na- 
tural, where another can perceive nothing of 
Likenefs and Conformity. This different f aire 
ffiuft proceed, either from the Perfection of Imagi- 
nation in one more than another, or from the diffe- 
rent Ideas that feveral Readers affix to the fame 
Words. For, to have a true Relifh, and form a 
right Judgment of a Defcription, a Man fhould be 
born with a good Imagination, and mufthave well 
weigh«d the Force and Energy that lie in the feve- 
ral Words of a Language, fo as to be able to di- 
ftinguifh which are mod fignificantand expreffiveof 
their proper Ideas, and what additional Strength and 
Beauty they are capable of receiving from Conjun- 
ction with others. The Fancy mult be vvarni^ to 
retain the Print of ihofe Images it hath received from 
outward Objects; and the Judgment difcerning, to 
know what Expreffions are moil proper to cloath 
and adorn them to the beft Advantage. A Man 
who is deficient in either of thefe Refpedts, tho' 
he may receive the genera!

Thus, as in Painting,, it is pleafant to look on the 
Picture of any Face, where the Rcfeinblance is hit, 
but the Pleafure encreafts, if it be the Pifihlre of a 
Face that is beautiful, and is ftill greater, if the 
Beauty be foftned with an Air of Melancbolly or 
Sorrow. The two leading Pafiions that the more 
ferioiis Parts of Poetry endeavour to ftir up in us, 
are Terror and Pity. And here, by the w»y, one 
would wonder hoW it comes to pais, thatluch Paf- 
iions as are very unpleafsrit at all other times* are.

It is notftrange, that We fhould take Delight mftctf 
Paflagesas are apt to produce Hope, Joy, Admiration* 
Love, or the like Emotions in us, becaufe they never 
rife in the Mind without an inward Pleafure that at- 
tends them. But hoW comes it to pafsj that we 
fhorild take delight in being terrified or Rejected by 
a Defcription, when we find fo much Uneafinefs in! 
the Fear or Grief that we receive from any other

If we conlider, therefore, the Nature of this Plea- 
fure, we (hall find that it does not arife lb properly 
from the Defcription of what is Terrible, as from 
the Reflection we make oa our felves at the time of 
reading it. When we look oa fuch hideous Objects^ 
tvearfc hot a littlc-gjeafed to think we are in no 
Danger of them. We confider them at the fame 
time, as Dreadful and Harmlefs ; fo that the more 
frightful Appearance they make, the greater is the 
Pleafore We receive from the Senfe of our own 
Safety. In ffiort, we look upon the Terrors of a 
Defcripdont with the fame Curiofity and Satisfacti- 
on that we furvcy a dead Monfter.

It js for the fafrie Reafon that we are delighted. 
With the rcfleSihg upon Dangers that are part, or 
in looking on a Precipice at a di fiance, which would 
fill us with a different kind of Horroar, if we faw 
it hanging over our Heads; 

In the like manner, wheu we read of Tormeffts, 
Wodnds, Deaths, and the like difmal Acciderrts, 
bur Pleafure does not flow fo properly from the 
Grief that fitch melancholly Defcriptions give us» 
as frbm the fecret Companion which We make be- 
tween bur felves and the Perfon thatfufrers. Such 
RepxefentationSteachusto fetajuft Value upon bar 
own .Condition, and make us priteour good For- 
tune which exempts Us frbm the like Calamities; This" 
is, however, fuch a kind of Pleafure as We are not 
capable of receiving; when we fee a Perfon actually 

- lying under -the Tortures that We meet vfith in a 
Defcription ; becaufe, in this Cafe, the Objecl pref- 
fes too clofe upon our Senfes, and bears fo hard 
wpon usj that it does not give us time or lelfore to 
reflect on bur TelVWi , ,Qur Thoughts are fo intent 
Upon the Miftries of the Sufferer, that we cannot 
turn tfiem upon our own Happfnefs. Whereas, on 
the contrary, we confider the Misfortunes we read

Butiecaufe the Mind of Man requires fomething 
more p^r&S in Matter, than what it finds there, and 
can neter meet with any Sight in Nature' which fuf- 
ficiently anfwers its highett Ideas of Pleafantnefs ; 
or, in other Words, becaufe the Imagination can 
fancy to it felf Things more Great, Strange, or 
Beautiful, than the Eye ever faw, and is (till fenfible 
of fome Defeift in what it has feen - T on this ac- 
count it is the part of a Poet to -humour the Ima- 
gination in its own Notions, by mending and per- 
feciing Nature where he defcribes a Reality, and 
by adding greater Beauties than are put together iu 
Nature, where he defcribes a Fiction, 

He is not obliged to attend her in the flow Ad- 
vances^ which flie makes from one Seafon to ano- 
ther, or to obferve her Conduct, in the fucceflive . 
Production of Plants and Flowers. He* may draw 
into his Description all the Beauties of the Spring 
and Autumn, arid moke the whole Year contribute 
fomething to render it the more agreeable.' His 
Rofe-trees, Wood-bines, and JeiTamines, may flower 
together, and his Beds be covered at the fame time 
with Lillies,VipJets,and Amaranths.. His Soil is not 
reltrained to any particular Sett of Plants, but is 
proper either for Oaks or Mirtles, and adapts it felf 
to the Produces of every Climate, Oranges may 
grow wild in it; Myrrh may be met wuh j n every 
Hedge, and if he thinks it proper to have a Grove 
of Spices, he can quickly command Sufi enbugh 
to raife it. If all this will not furnilh put 
nn agreeable Scene, be can make feveral hew Species 
Olf Flowers, with' richer Scents and higher, Co- 
loursi than iny that grow in the Gardens of Na- 
ture.. His Contorts of Birds may be as full and har- 
monious, and his Woods as thick and gloomy as 
he pleafes. He is at ho more Expence in *» long 
Villa, than-a ihort operand Can aseafily throw his 
Cafcades from, a Precipice of- half a Mile high, as 
from one of twenty Yards. He has. his choice of 
the Winds, atid can turn the Courfe of his Rivers 
in all the variety of Mea» Jersjlhaf arc moil delight- 
ful to the Reader's Imagination. In a. word, behas 
the modelling of "Nature in bis own Hands, and 
may .give her what Charms he pleafes, provided 
he does not reform her, top much, and run into Ab- 
furdittes, by endeavouring to excel!.

"*~ -™~ another. If thou feed thy Friend in trou- 
ble, fays Epifietus, thou may'ft put on a Look of 
Sorrow, and condole with him, but take care that 
thy Sorrow be not real. The more rigid of this "Seel 
■would not comply fo far as to fhew even fuch an 
outward Appearance of Grief; but when one told 
them of any Calamity that had befallen even the 
neareft of their Acquaintance, would immediately 
reply What is that to me ? If you aggravated the Cir- 
-cumftances of the Affliction, and fhew'd how one Mif- 
fortune was followed by another, the Anfwer was 
ftill, AH this may be true, but what is itto me? 

For my own part, I am of Opinion Cbmpaifion 
does not only refine and civilize Human Nature, 
but has fomething in it more pleating and agreeable 
than what can be met with in fuch an indolent Hap- 
pinefs, fuch an Indifference to Mankind as that in 
which the Stoick s placed their Wifdom. A s Love is the 
mod delightful Paflion, Pity is nothing elfebut Love 
foftned by a degree of Sorrow: In fhort, itis akind 
of pleafitigAnguilh, as well as generous Sympathy, 
that knits Mankind together, and blends theminthe 
fame common Lot. 

Thofe who have laid down Rules for Rheforick 
or Poetry, advife the Writer to work himfelf up, if 
ppffible, to the pitch of Sorrow which he endea- 
vours to produce in others. There are none there- 
fore Who ftir up Pity fo much as thofe who iridite 
their own Sufferings. Grief has a natural Eloquence 
belonging to it, and breaks out ih more moving 
Sentiments than can be fupplied by the fineft Ima- 
gination. Nature on this occafioh dictates 3 thou- 
land Paffionate, things that cannot be fupplied by 
Art. x 

It is for this Reafon that the fliort Speeches or 
Sentences which we often meet with in Hiftories^ 
make a deeper Impreffion in the Mind of the Rea- 
der, than the molt labour'd Strokes in a weli writ- 
ten Tragedy. Truth and Matter of Factfets thePer- 
fon actually before us in the one, whom Fiction places 
at a greater diftance from us in the other. I do not 
remember ta have feen any Ancient or Modern Sto- 
ry more affecting than a Letter of Ann of ' Bologne, 
Wife to King Henry the Eighth, ahd Mother to 
Queen Elizabeth, which is ftill extant in theCeltc/t? 
Library, as written by her own Hand* :. -

HYP OCR IS IE, at the fafhionable End 
of the Town, is very different from Hy- 
pocri/ie in the City. The modiih Hypo- 
crite endeavours to appear more Vicious 
than he really is, the other kind of Hypocrite more 
Virtuous. The former is afraid ofevery thing that 
has the fhew of Religion in it, and would be thought 
eagaged in many Criminal Gallanttiesand Amours, 
which he is not guilty of. .The latter aflumes a. 
Face of Sanctity, and. covers a Multitude of Vices 
under a feeming Religious Deportment, 

But there is another kind of Hypocrifie, which 
differs from both thefe, and which I intend to make 
the SubjeiSr of this Paper: I mean that Hypocrifie, 
by which a Man does not only deceive the World, 
but very often impofes on himfelf; That Hypocrie 
fie, which conceals bis ewn Heart from him, and 
makes him believe he is more virtuous rhan-hkrea- 
ly is, a'rFl either net attend to his Vices or miftake 
even his Vices for Virtues. It is this fatal Hypo- 
crifie and Sejf-deceit, which is taken notice of in 
thofe Words, Who can under/land 'his Eriuurs ? 
.eleanfe thou me from fecret Vaults. 

If the open Profeffors of Impiety deferve the ut- 
moft Application, and Endeavours of Moral Wri- 
ters to recover them from Vice and Folly, how 
much more may thole lay a Claim to their Care 
and Compaffion, who are walking in the Paths of 
Death, while they fancy' themfelves engaged in a 
Courfe of Virtue ! I fhall endeavour, therefore, to 
4ay down Ibme Rules for the Difcovery of thofe 
Vices that lurk in the fecret Corners of the Soul, 
and to ihew my Reader thofe Methods by which 
he may arrive at a true and impartial Knowledgeof 
himfelf. The ufual Means prefcribed for this Pur- 
pofe, are to examine our felves by tbeRules which are 
laid down for our Direction in Sacred Writ, and 
to compare our Lives with the Life of that Perfpa 
who acred up to the Perfection of Human Nature, 
and is the Handing Example, as well as the Great 
Guide and Inftru&or,. of thofe who receive his 
Do.&rines. Though thefe two Heads cannot be too 
much infilled upon, I fhall butjuft mention them, 
fince they have been handled by many Great and E- 
licinent Writers. " - 



I would therefore propofe the following Me- 
thods to the Confideration of fuch "as would find 
out their fecret Faults, and make a true Eftimate of 
themfelves. 

In the firft place, let them confider well what 
are the Characters which tftey bear among their 
Enemies. Our Friends very often flatter us, as 
much as our own Hearts. They either do 'not 
fee our Faults, or conceal them fmm us, or foftea- 
them by their Reprefentations,' after fuch a. man- 
ner, that we think them too trivial to be taken 
notice of. An Adverlary, on the contrary, 
makes a narrower Search into us, difcovers eve- 
ry Flaw and Imperfedion in our Tempers, and 
though his Malice may fet them in too firsne a 
Light, it has generally fome Ground for what it 
advances. A Friend exaggerate^ Man's Virtue*, 
an Enemy inflames his Crimes. A Wife Manihould 
give a juft Attention to both of them, fo far as they 
may tend to the Improvement of the one, and di- 
minution of the other. Plutarch has written an 
Effay on^the Benefits which a Mas may receive 
from his Enemies, and, among the good Fruits of 
Enmity, mentions this" in particufar, that by the Re-*, 
proaches .which it carts upon us w« fee the worft 
ftde of our felves, and open our Ey\s to feverat 
Blejnilhesand Defefts in our Lives and Converta- 
tipns, which we lhould not have obferved, with- 
out the help of fuch Ill-natured Monitors. 

In order likewife to come at a true Knowledge 
of our felves, wefhould confider on the other hand 
how far We may deferve the Praifes and Approba- 
tions which the World bertow upog us ; whether 
the Actions they celebrate proceed from laudable 
and worthy Motives, and how Far we are really 
pofleffed of the Virtues which gain us Applaufe 
among thofe with whom we converfe. Such a 
Refledion is abfolutely neceffary, if we confider 
how apt we are either to Value or Condemn our 
lelves by the, Opinions of others, and to Sacrifice 
the Report of our own Hearts to the Judgment of 
the World. . ■■ • • 

In the next, place, that we may not ^deceive our 

lelves in a point of fo much Importance, we fhouid not 

lay too great a ftrefs on any fuppofedVirtues we poflefs 

» that 





that arc of a doubtful Nature : and fticb -we may e- 
fteem all thofe in which. Multitudes o'f Men di/Tent 
fr6m us,' who are as good and wife as our felves.. 
We fhoiild always adt with great Gautioufnefs and 
Circumfpection, in Points where it is not impoffi- 
ble that we may be deceived. Intemperate Zeal, Bi- 
gotry and Perfecution for any Party or Opinion, 
how praife- Worthy foever they may appear to weak 
Men of our own Principles, produce infinite Cala- 
mities among Mankind, and are highly Criminal' in 
their own Nature; and yet how manyperfons emi- 
nent for Piety fuffer fuch monilrous and abfurd Prin- 
ciples of Action to take Root in their Minds under 
the Colour of Virtues ? For my own part I muft own 
1 never yet knew any Party fo juft and reafonable, 
that a Man could follow it in its height and violence, 
and at the fame time be innocent. 

We fhould likewifebe very apprehensive of thofe 
A6tions which proceed from natural Conftitution, 
favourite Paffions, particular Education, or what- 
ever promotes our worldly Intereft or Advantage. 
In thefe* and the like cafes, a Man's Judgment is 
ealily perverted, and a wrong Biafs hung upon his 
Mind. Thefe are the Inlets of Prejudice, the un- 
guarded Avenues of the Mind, by which athoufand 
Errors and fecret Faults find Admiffion> without 
being obferved or taken Notice of; A wife Man 
will fufpedt thofe ASions to which he is directed by 
fomething more thanReafon, and always apprehend 
fbnae concealed Evil in every Refolution that is of a 
difputable Nature, when it is conformable to his 
particular Temper, his Age, or way of Life, or when 
it favours his Pleafure or his Profit. 

There is nothing of greater Importance to us, 
than thus diligently to fiftt our Thoughts, and exa- 
mine all thefe dark RecefTes of the Mind, if we 
would eftablifli our Souls in fuch a folid and fub- 
ftnntial Virtue, as will turn to account in that great 
Day, when it rhufi ftahd the f eft of infinite Wif- 
dbm and Juftice. 

1 (hall conclude this Eifay with obferving that the 
two kinds of Hypocrilie I have here fpoken of, 
namely, that of^deceivirig the World, and that of 
impofing on our felves, are touched with wonder- 
ful Beauty in the hundred and thirty ninth Pfalm. 
The Folly of the firft kind of Hypocrifie, is there 
fet forth by Reflexions on God's Omnifcience and 
Omniprefence, which are celebrated in as noble 
firains of Poetry as any other I ever met with, ei- 
ther Sacred or Prophane. The other kind of Hypo- 
crifie, whereby a Man deceive's.himfelf, is intimated 
in the "two laft Verfes; where the Pfalmift addrelTes 
himfelf to the great Searcher pf Hearts in that empha- 
tical Petition ; Try me*, \ Q Goj^ md feek the ground 
of my heart i prove me, K an.d examine my Thoughts, 
Look welt if there he any way of.mfkedtiefs in me± 
cindleadmemth^wayeiterlafi^g.

AS the Speffatar is in a Kind a Paper of 
News from the natural World* as others 
are from the bufy and politick Part of 
Mankind, I fhall tranflate the following 
Letter written to an eminent French Gentleman in 
this Town from Paris ; which gives us the Exit of 
an Heroine who is a Pattern of Patience and GCne- 
rofity.

On the 1 oth Inftant that 
J Lady was taken with an Indifpofition which con- 

* fined her to her Chamber, but was fuch as 

* was too flight to make her take a fick Bed, 
' and yet too grievous to admit of any Satis- 

* faflion in being out of it. It is notorioufly 

* known that fome Years ago Monfieur Fefteau, 

* one of the moft confiderable Surgeons -in Pa- 

* ris, was defperately in love with this Lady : 
4 Her Quality placed her above any application to 
« her, on the Account of his Paffion 5 but as a Wo- 
4 man always has fome regard to the Perfon whom 

* /he believes to be her seal Admirer, fhe now took 
« it in her Head (upon advice of her Phyficians, to 
"* loofe fome of her Blood,) to fend for Monfieur 
« Fefteau on that occafion. I happened to be there 
,«• at that time, and my near Relation gave me the 

* privilege to be prefent. As foon as her Arm was 

* ftriped bare and he began to prefs it, in order 
« to raife the Vein, his Colour changed, and I 
8 obfervedhimfeized withafuddenTrenior, which 



made me take the Liberty to fpeak of it to my 
Coufin with fome Apprehenfion : She Smiled, 
and faid fhe knew Mr. Fefteau had no Inclination 
to do her Injury. He feemed to recover himfelf 
and Smiling alfo, proceeded in his Work t Im- 
mediately after the Operation, he cryed out, that 
he was the moft unfortunate of all Men, for that 
he had opened an Artery inflead of a Vein : It is 
asTiwp<»flib4c-*<»-cxprefs fhc-Artift'sUittracliou, as 
the Patients Compofure. I will not dwell oa 
little Circumftances, but go on to inform you, 
that within Three Days Time it was thought 
neceffary to take of her Arm. She was fo far 
from ufing Fefteau, as it would be natural ti» 
one of a lower Spirit to treat him, that (he 
would not let him be abfent from any Conful- 
tation about her prefent Condition, and on 
every Occafion asked whether he was fatisfy'd 
in the Meafures Were taken about her. Before 
this laft Operation Ihe ordered her Will to 
be drawn, and after having been about 3, 
Quarter of an Hour alone, fhe bid the Surgeons, 
of whom poor Fefteau was one, go on m their 
Work. I know not how to give you the Terms 
of Art; but there appeared fuch Symptoms after 
the Amputation of her Arm, that it Was vifible 
fhe could not live four and twenty Hours. Her 
behaviour was fo Magnanimous throughout this 
whole Affair, that I was particularly Curious in 
taking Notice of what pafled as hef Fate ap- 
proached nearer and nearer, and took Notes of 
what fhe faid to all about her, particularly Word 
for Word what fhe fpoke to Mr. Fefteau, which 
was as follows.

" provide for you in my Will, and have placed 
«« you above what you have to fear from their ill 
'« Nature. 

« While this excellent Woman fpoke thefe 
« Words, Fejieau looked as if he received a Con- 

* demnation to dye inftead of a Penfion for his 
« Life. Madam de ViUttcerfe lived till Eight of 
«' Clock the next Night 5 and though fhe muft have 

• laboured under the moft exquifitc Torments, fhe 
« poffefled her Mind with fo wonderful a Patience, 
« that one may rather fay !he ceafed to breath than 
« /he dyed at that Hour. You, who had not the 
« Happinefs to be perfonally known to this Lady, 

* have nothing but torejoyce in the Honour you 

• had of being related to fo great Merit 5 but we, 
' who have loft her Converfation, cannot fo eafily 
« refign our own Happinefs by Reflexion upon hers.

Confider all the different Purfuits and Employ- 
ments of Men, and you will find half their Actions 
tend to nothing elfe but Difguife and Impofture ; 
and all that is done which proceeds not from a 
Man's very felf is the Action of a Player. For this 
Reafon it is that I make fo frequent mention of the 
Stage: It is, with me, a Matter of the high eft 
Confideration what Parts are well or ill performed, 
what Paffions or Sentiments are indulged or cul- 
tivated, and confequently what Manners and 
^uftoms are transfufed from the Stage to the 
World, which reciprocally imitate each other. 
As theWriters of Epick Poems introduce fhadowey 
Petfons, and reprefent Vices and Vertues under the 
Characters of Men and Women 5 fo I, who am a 
Spectator in the World, may perhaps fometimes 
make ufe of the Names of the A£tors on the Stage, 
to reprefent or admonifli thofe who tranfacl Affairs 
n the World. When I am commending Wilis 
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for reprefenting the Tendernefi of a Husband an<! a 
Father in Macbeth, the Contrition of a reformed 
Prodigal in Harry the Fourth, the winning Emptineft 
of ayoung Man of Good-nature and Wealth ins 
the Trip to the Jubilee, the Officioufneis of *n 
artful Servant in the Fox : When I. thus, celebrate! 
Willy, I talk to all the World who are engagect.iri 
any of thofe Circamftances. If I were to fpeak 
of Merit neglected, mifapplyed or mifunderftood, 
might not I fay Eaftcourt has a great Capacity, but 
it is not the Intereft of others who bear a Figure 
onthe Stage, that his Talents were underfteed $ ie 
is their Bufinefs to impofe upon hirh what canriot 
become him, or keep out of his Hands any thing 
in which he would Shine. Were one to raife a 
fufpicion of himfelf in a Man who paffes upon the 
World for a fine Thing, in order to alarm him, 
one might fay, if Lord Foppington were not On the 
Stage, (Gibber a£ls the falfe Pretentions to a genteel 
Behaviour fo very Juftly) he would have in the 
generality of Mankind more that would admire 
than deride him. When we come to Chard£tersi 
direflly comical, it is not to be imagined what Ef- 
fect, a well regulated Stage would have upon 
Men's Manners. The craft of an Ufurer, the" 
Abfurditjfof a rich Fool, the awkard Roughnef% of 
a Fellow of half Courage, the ungraceful Mirth of 
a Creature ©f half Wit, might be for ever put out 
of Countenance by proper Parts for Dogget. John~ 
fin, by a&ing Corbacchio the other Night, muft have! 
given all who faw him a thorough Deteftation of 
aged Avarice. The Petulancy of a peevifh old 
Fellow who loves and hates he know not why, is 
very excellently performed by the Ingenious Mr. 
William Penkethman in the Fop's Fortune ; where, in 
the Charafler of Don Cholerick, Snap Shorto Ae Tefly, 
he anfwers no Queftions but to thofe whom he 
likes, and wants no Account of any thing from 
thofe he approves. Mr. Penkethman is alfo Matter: 
of as many Faces in the Dumb-Scene, as can be 
expected from a Man in the Circumftances of being 
ready to perifh out of Fear and Hunger : He won-v 
ders throughout the whole Scene very mafterly 
Without negleeling his Vicluals. If it be, as I have 

heard 






heard it fometicnes mentioned, a great Qualifica- 
tion for the World to follow Bufinefs and Pleafure 
too, what is it in the Ingenious Mr. Peukethman to 
reprefent a Senfe of Pleaiure and Pain at the fame 
time ; as you may fee him do this Evening ? 

As it is certain that a Stage ought to be wholly 
fuppreffed or judicioufly encouraged while there is 
one in the Nation, Men turned for regular Plea- 
fure cannot employ their Thoughts more ufefully, 
for the Diverfion of Mankind, than by convincing 
them that it is in themlelves to raife this Entertain- 
ment to the greateft Height. It would be a great 
Improvement, as well as Embellifhment to the 
Theatre, if Dancing were more regarded, and 
taught to all the Aflors. * One who has the Advan- 
tage of fuch an agreeable girlifh Perfon as Mrs. 
B'tckneU, joyned with her Capacity of Imitation, 
could in proper Gefture and Motion reprefent all 
the decent Characters of female Lite. An a- 
miable Modefty in one AfpecT: of a Dancer, 
an affumed Confidence in another, a fudden 
Toy in another, a falling off with Impati- 
ence of being beheld, a Return towards the Audi- 
ence with an unfteady Refolution to approach 
them, and a well-a&ed Sollicitude to pleafe, would 
revive in the Company all the fine Touches of 
Mind taifed in obferving all the Objefts of Affecti- 
on or Paflion they had before beheld. Such ele- 
gant Entertainments as thefe, would polifh the 
Town into Judgment in their Gratifications ; and 
Delicacy in Pleafure is the firft Step People of Con- 
dition take in Reformation from Vice. Mrs. Bu kr 
nett has the only Capacity for this fort . of Dancing 
of any on the Stage j and I dare fay all who fee 
ker Performance to Morrow Night, when fure the 
Romp will do her beft for her own Benefit, will be 
of my Mind.

1 The fame well-meaning Gentleman took ocea- 
fien, at another time, to bring together fucrr.of 
his Friends as were addicted to a foolifti habitual 
Cuftom of fwearing. In order to (hew them the 
Abfurdity of the Bra&ice, he had recourfe to the 
Invention abovementioncd, having placed an A- 
manuenfis in a private part of the Room. After 
the fecond Bottle, when Men open their Minds 
without Rcferve, my honeft Friend begun to take 
notice of the many fonorous but unneceflary 
Words that had palled in his Koufe lince their 
fitting down at Table, and how much good Con- 
vention they had loll by giving way to fuch fu- 
perfluous Phrafes What a Tax, fays he, would 
they have raifed for the Poor, had we put the 
Laws in execution upon one another/ Every one 
of them took this gentle Reproof in good part:

Thethird 
Day was engroffed, after the fame manner, by a 
Story of the fame length. Theyat laft begun to re- 
flect upon this barbarous way of treating one ano- 
ther, and by this means awaken'd out of that Le- 
thargy with which each of them had been feiied 
for feveral Years .

IT is very natural to take for" our whole Lives 
a light Impreffion of a thing which at firft fell 
into Contempt with us for want of Conflag- 
ration. The real Ufe of a certain Qualificati- 
on (which the wifer part of Mankind look upon as 
at beft an indifferent thing, and generally a frivo- 
lous Circumftance) fhews the ill Confequence of 
fuch Prepoffeffions. What I mean is the Art, Skill, 
Accomplishment, or whatever yoU will call it, of 
Dancing. I knew a Gentleman of great Abilities, 
who bewailed the Want of this part of his Edu- 
cation to the End of a very honourable Life. He 
obferved that there was not occafion for the com- 
mon Ufe of great Talents ; that they are but fel- 
dom in Demand j and that thefe very great Ta- 
lents were often rendered ufelefs to a Man for 
want of fmall Attainments. A good Mein (a be- 
coming Motion, Gefture and AfpecT) is riatural to 
fome Men ; but even thefe would be highly more 
graceful in their Carriage, if what they do from 
the Force of Nature Were confirmed arid heigh ten'd 
from the Force of Reafon. To one who has not 
at all confidered it, to rhentiori the Force of Rea- 
fon on a Subject, Will appear fantaftical 5 but when 
you have A little attended to it, an Aflembly of 
Men Will havC quite another View 5 and they will 
tell you, it is evident from plain and infallible 
Rules, why this Man with thofe beautiful Features, 
and weli-fafhioried Perfon, is not fo agreeable as 
he who fits by him without any of thofe Advan- 
tages. When we read we do it without any ex- 
erted Aft of Memory that prefents the Shape of 
the Letters 5 but Habit makes us do if mechanical- « 
ly without ftaying, like Children, to ! recollect rind 
join thofe Letters. A Man who has not had the 
Regard. of his Gefture in any part of his Educa- 
tion, will find himfelf unable. to acl with Freedom 
before new Company, as a Child that is but now 
learning would be to read without Hesitation. 
It is for the Advancement of the Pleafure we re^ 
ceive in being agreeable to each other in ordinary 
Life, that one would wifh Dancing were generally 
Underftood as conducive as it really is to a proper 
Deportment in Matters that appear the moft remote 
from it. A Man of Learning and Scnfe is diftin- 
guifhed from others as he is fuch, tho' he never 
runs upon Points too difficult for the reft of the 
W T orld 5 in like Manner the reaching out of the 
Arm, and the moft ordinary Motion, difcovefs 
whether a Man ever learnt tO know what is the 
true Harmony and Compofure of his Limbs and 
Countenance. Whoever has feeri Booth in the Cha- 
racter of Pyrrhut march to his Throne, to receive 
Orejies, is convinced that majeftick and great Con- 
ceptions are expreffed. in the very Step 5 but per- 
haps, tho' no other Man could perform that Inci- 
dent as well as he does, he himfelf would do it 
with a yet greater Elevation were he a Danfcef. 



This is fo dangerous A Subject to treat with Gravi- 
ty, that I lhall not at prefent enter\ into it any fur- 
ther : But the Author of the following Letter has 
treated it in the Eflay he fpeaks of, in fuch a Man- 
ner, that I am beholden to him for a Refolutioc, 
that I will never hereafter think meanly of any 
thing, till I have heard what they who have ano- 
ther Opinion of it have to fay in its Defence.

1 or an Exercife 5 and ei deavour'd to anfwer all 
* Objections that have been maliciously rais'd a- 
gainft it. I have proceeded to give an Account of 
the particular Dances of the (Jreekj and Romans, 
whether Religious, Warlike, or Civil 5 and taken 
particular Notice of that Part of Dancing relating 
to the ancient Stage, and in which the Pantomimes 
had fo great a Share : Nor have 1 been wanting in 
giving an hirtorical Account of fomc particular 
Mailers excellent in that furprizing Art j after 
which I have advane'd fomcObfervatioMs on the 
modern Dancing, both as to tlw Stage, and that 
Part of it fo abfolutely necefiary for the Qua- 
lification of Gentlemen and Ladies j and have 
concluded with fome fhort Remarks on the Ori- 
gin and Progrefs of the Character by which Dan- 
ces are writ down, and communicated to one Ma- 
tter from another. If fome great Genius after 
this would arife, and advance this Art to that 
Perfection it feems capable of rceiving, what 
might not be expected From it? For if we confi- 
der the Origin of Arts and Sciences, we lhall find 
that fome of them took Rife from Beginnings fo 
mean and unpromifing, that it is very wonderful 
t6 think that ever fuch furptizing Structures 
fhould have been rais'd upon fuch ordinary Foun- 
dation*. But what cannot a great Genius effect ? 
Who would have thought that the clangorous 
Noife of a Smith's Hammers fhould have given 
the firft Rife to Mufick ? Yet Macrohws is his 2d 
Book relates, that Pythagorat, in pafling by a 
Smith's Shop, found, that the Sounds proceeding 
from theHammers were either more grave or acute, 
according to the different Weights of the Ham- 
mers. The Philofopher, to improve this Hint, 
fufpends different Weights by Strings of the 
fame Bignefs, and found in like Manner that 
the Sounds anfwer'd to the Weights. This 
being difcovered, he finds out thofe Numbers 
which produced Sounds that were Confonants : 
As, that two Strings of the fame Subftance and 
Tenfion, the one being double the Length of the 
othert give that Interval which is call'd ViapaJ'in, 
or an Eighth ; the fame was alfo effected from 
*wo Strings of the fame Length and Size, the 
one having four times the Tenfion of the 0- 
ther. By thefe Steps, from fo mean a Begin- 
ning, did this great Man reduce, what was 
only before Noife, to one of the molt delightful 
Sciences, by marrying it to the Math ematicks ; 
and by that means caus'd it to be one of the mod 
abftract and demonftrative of Sciences. 'Who 
knows therefore but Motion, whether Decorous 
or Reprefentative, may not (as it feems highly 
probable it may) be taken into Confideration by 
fome Perfon capable of reducing it into a regular 
Science, tho' not fo demonftrative as that pro- 
ceeding from Sounds, yet fufficient to entitle it to 
a Place among the magnify'd Arts. 
' Now, Mr. Spectator, as you have declared 
your felf Vifitor of Dancing-Schools, andthis be- 
ing an Undertaking which more immediately re- 
fpeets them 3 I think my felf mdifpenfably ob- 
lig'd, before I j_r:jceed to the Publication of this 
my Effay, to ask your Advice 5 and hold it abfo- 
lutely necefl'ary to have your Approbation ; and 
in order to recommend my Treatife to the Peru- 
fal of the Parents of fuch as learn to Dance, a« 
well as of the young Ladies to whom, as Vifitor, 
you ought to be Guardian.

Y Friend Sir Roger deCoverly, 
when we laft met together at the Club, 
told me, that he had a great mind to fee 
the new Tragedy with me, alluring me- 
at the fame time, that he had not been at a Piay 
thefe twenty Years. The laft 1 faw, fays Sir Ro- 
ger, was the Committee, which I fhould not have 
gone to neither, had not I been told before-hand that 
it was a good Church of England Comedy. He then 
proceeded to enquire of me who this Diftreft Mother 
was, and upon hearing that (he was Hetlor's Wi- 
dow, he told me that her Husband was a brave Man, 
and that when he was a School-Boy he had read his 
Life at the end of the Dictionary. My Friend asked 
me, in the next place, if there would not be fome 
danger in coming home late, in cafe the Mohocks 
ihould be Abroad. I allure you, fays he, I thought 
I had fallen into their Hands laft Night, for I ob- 
ferved two or three lufty black Men that followed 
me half way up Pleetjireet, and mended their pace 
behind me, in proportion as I put on to get away 
from them. You muft know, continued the Knight 
with a Smile, I fancied they had a mind to bunt me ; 
for I remember an honeft Gentleman in my Neigh- 
bourhood, who was ferv'd fueh a Trick in King 
Charles the Second's time; for which reafon he has 
not ventur'd himfelf in Town ever lince. I might 
have (hown them very good Sport, had this been 
their Defign, for as 1 am an old Fox-hunter, I 
Ihould have turned and dodged, and have played them 
a thoufand Tricks, they had neverXeen in their Lives 
before. Sir Roger added, that if thefe Gentle- 
men had any fuch Intention, they did not fucceed 
very well in it, for I threw them out, fays he, at the 
end of Norfolk-Jlreet , where I doubled the Corner 
and got ihelter in my Lodgings before they could 
imagine what was become of me. However, fays 
the Knight, if Captain Sex try will make one 
with us to Morrow Night, and if you will both 
of you call upon me about four a -Clock, that we 
may be at the Houfe before it is full, 1 will have 
my own Coach in readinefs to attend you, iorjolm 
tells me he has got the fore- Wheels mended. 

The Captain, who did not fail to meet me thereat 
the appointed Hour, bid Sir Roger fear nothing, 
for that he had put on the fame Sword which he 
made ufe of at the Battel of Steenkirk. Sir R o- 
c E r's Servants, and among the reft my old Friend, 
the Butler, had I found provided themfelves with 
good Oaken Plants, to attend their Mafter upon this 
occafion. When we had placed him in his Coach, 
with my felf at his Left Hand, the Captain before 
him, and his Butler at the head of his Footmen, in 
the Rear, we convoy'd him in fafety to the Play- 
houfe ; where after having marched up the Entry in 
good Order, the Captain and I went in with hin», 



and feated him betwixt us in the Pit. As foon as 
the Houfe was full, and the Candles -lighted, my 
old Friend flood up and looked about him with 
that Pleafure, which a Mind feafoned with Huma- 
nity naturally feels in it felf, at the fight of a mul- 
titude of People who feem pleated with one ano*- 
ther, and partake of the fame common Entertain- 
ment. 1 could not but fancy to my felf, as the old 
Man flood up in the middle of the Pit, that he made 
a very proper Center to a Tragick Audience. Up- 
on the entring of" Pyrrbus, the Knight told me, that 
he did not believe the King of France himfelf had a 
better Strut. I was indeed very attentive to my old 
Friend's Remarks, becaufe I . looked upon them as 
a piece of Nstural Criticifm, and was well pleafed 
to hear him at the conclufton of almoft every Scene, 
telling me that he could not imagine how the Play 
would end. One while he appeared very much con^- 
cerned for Andromache ; and a little while after as 
much for Hermione ; and was extremely puzzled to 
think what would become of Pyrrbus. 

When Sir Roger faw Andromache'' % obftinate 
Rcfufal to her Lover's Importunities, he whifper- 
ed me in the Ear, that he was fure (he would never 
have him ; to which he added, with a more than 
ordinary Vehemence, You can't imagine, Sir, what 
'tis to have to do with a Widow. Upon Pyrrbus 
his threatning afterwards to leave her, thellnight 
fhook his Head, and muttered to himfelf, Ay, do if 
you can. This Part dwelt fo much upon my Friend^ 
Imagination, that at the clofe of the Third Act, 
as I was thinking of fomething elfe, he whifpeted 
in my Ear, Thefe Widows, Sir, are the moft per- 
verfe Creatures in the World. But pray, fays he, 
you that are a Gritick, is this Play according to 
your Dr2matick Rules, as you call them ; Should 
your People in Tragedy always talk to be under- 
ftood? Why, there is not a fiugre Sentence in this 
Play, that 1 do not know the Meaning of. 

The Fourth t\6t very luckily begun before I had 
time to give the old Gentleman an Anfwer; Well, 
fays the Knight, fitting down with great Satisfa&i- 
dn,T fuppofe we are now to fee Heclor's Ghbft. 
He then renewed his Attention, and, from time to 
time, fell a praifing the Widow. He made, indeed, 
a little Miftake as to one of her Pages, whom, at 
hisfirft entring, he took for Aftyaitax; but he quick- 
ly fet himfelf right in that Partiaular, though, at 
the fame time T he owned he fhouid have been yery 
glad to have feen the Ffttle Boy, who, fays he, muft 
needs be a very fine Child by the Account that is 
giyen of him. Upon Hermio/te's going off with a 
Menaceto Pyrrbus, the Audiencegave a loud Clap, 
to which Sir Roger added, On my Word, a no- 
table young Baggage 

As 
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• As there was a very remarkable Silence andStUt- 
nefs during the Action, it was natural for them to 
take the Opportunity of thefe Intervals between the 
A as, to exprefs their Opinion of the PlayefS, and 
their lefpe&ive Parts. Sir Roger hearing aGlufter 
of them prnife Ore/Jes, (truck in with them and 
to!d them, that he thought his Friend Pylades was 
a very feniible Man ;' As they were afterwards ap- 
plauding Pyrrhtis, Sir R o G E R put in a fecond time, 
And let me tell you, fays' he, though he fpeaks but 
little, 1 like the old Fellow in Whiskers as well as 
any of them. Captain Sentry, feeing two on 
three VVaggs who lat near us, lean with an atten- 
tive Ear towards Sir Roger, and fearing lead 
they fhould Smoak the Knight, pluck'd him by the 
Elbow, and whifpered fomethiug in his Ear, that 
laftedtill theopening of the Fifth AS. The Knight 
was wonderfully attentive to the Account which 
Orefies gives of Pyrrhus his Death, and at the Con- 
clufion of it, told me it was fuch a bloody piece 
of Work, that he was glad it was not done upon 
the Stage. Seeing afterwards Orefies in his raving 
Fit, he grew more than ordinarily ferious, and took 
Occalion to moTalifce (in his way) upon an Evil 
Confidence, adding, that Orefies, /'» its Madnefs, 
looked as if he faw fomething. 

As we were the firil that came into the Houfe, 
fo we were the lad that went out of it; being re- 
folved to have a clear Paflage for our old Friend, 
whom we did not care to venture among the juft- 
ling of the Crowd. Sir Ro G e r went out fully 
fatisfied with his Entertainment, and we guarded 
him to his Lodgings" in the fame manner that we 
brought him to thePlayhoufe ; being highly pleafed, 
for my own part, not only with the Performance 
of the Excellent Piece which had been reprefented, 
but with the Satisfaction which it had given to the 
Uood old Man.

( TF I had not been hindred by fome extraordinary 
■*■ ' Bufinefs, I (hould have feat you fooner my 

* further Thoughts upon Education. You may 
' pleafe to remember, that in my laft Letter 1 endea- 

• * vouredto give the beftReafons that could be urged 
4 in favour of a Private or Publick Education. Up- 
' on the whole it may perhaps be thought that I 
' feemed rather enclin'd to the latter, tho' at the 

* fame rime I confcfled that Vertue, which ought 
' to be pur flrft and principal Care, was more ufu- 
' ally acquir'd in the former. 

' 1 intend, therefore in this Letter, to offer at Me- 

* thods, by which I conceive Boys might be made 

* to improve in Virtue as they advance in Letters. 

' I know that in moft of our Publick Schools 

* Vice is punifhed and difcouraged whenever it is 

* found out; but this is far from being fufficient, 

* unlefs our Youth are at the fame time taught to 
' form a right Judgment of Things, and to know 

* what is properly Virtue. 

1 To this end, whenever they read the Lives and 
' * ctions of fuch Men as have been famous in their 
'Generation, it (hould not be thought enough to 
' make them barely underftand fo many Greek or 
1 Latin Sentences, but they (hould be asked their O- 

* pinion of fuch an Aftion or Saying, and obliged 
' to give their Reifons why they take it to be good 
' or bad. By this means they would infenfibly ar- 

' rive at proper Notions of Courage, Temperance,- 
'. Honour and Juftice. / 

• There mnft be great Care taken how the Exam- 
' pie of my particular Perfon is recommended to 
' thttm in grofs ; inftead of which they ought to be 
' taught wherein fuch a Man, tho' great in fome 

* ReipeSs, was weak and faulty in others. For 
' want of this Caution, a Boy is often fo dazzled 
> with the Lultre of a great Character, that hecon- 

* founds its Beauties with its Blemifhes, arid looks e- 
1 ven upon the faulty parts of it with an Eye of • 
' Admiration. 

' I have often wondered how Alexander, who 

* was naturally of a generous and merciful Difpo- 
' fition, came to be guilty of fo barbarous an 'Act i- 
1 on as that of dragging the Governor of a Town 
4 after his Charioti 1 know this is generally a- 
i fcribed to his Paffion for Homer; but I lately met 
' with uPafiagein Plutarch, which, if I amnotvery 
1 much miftaken, (till gives us a clearer light into 
' the Motives of this Action. Plutarch tells us, that 
1 Alexander in his Youth had a Mafter named Lyfi- 
1 machus, who though he was a Man deftitute of 
' all PoliteneFs, ingratiated himielf both with Pht- 
1 lip and his Pupil,' and became the fecond Man at 

* Court, by calling the King Peleus, the Prince A- 
4 chilles, and himielf Pb<snix. It is no wonder if 
' Alexander, having been thus ufed not only to ad- 

* mire, but to perfonate Achiiet^, (hould think it glo- 
1 rious to imitate him in this Pieca of Cruelty and 
"' Extravagance. 



' To carry this Thought yet further, I (hall there- 
fore fubmir it to your Confideration, whether, 
inftead of a Theam or Copy of Verfes, which are 
the ufual Exercifes, as they , are called in the 
School -phrafe, it would not be more proper that 
a Boy (hould be tasked once or twice a Week to 
write down his Opinion of fuch Perfons and 
Things as occur to him in his Reading; that be 
(hould defcant upon the Actions of Turnus or 
%A£neas, (hew wherein they excelled or were de- 
fective, cenfure or approve any particular Action, 
and obferve how it might have been carried to a 
•greater degree of Perfedion; how it exceeded 
Or fell (liort of another He might at the fame 
time mark what was moral in any Speech, and 
how far it agreed with the Character of the Per-- 
fon fpeSking. This Exercife would foon (Irengthea 
his judgment in what is blameable or praife- wor- 
thy, and give him an earry Seafoning of Morality. 
' Next to thofe Examples which niay be met 
with in Books, I very much approve Horace's. 
way of fetting before Youth "the infamous' or 
honour ole Characters of their Contemporaries; 
that Poet tells us this was the Method his Fa- 
ther made ufe of to incline him to any parti- 
cular Virtue, or give him anAverfion to any par- 
ticular Vice. If, fays Horace, my Father-adviied 
me to live within Bounds, and be contented wixri 
the Fortune he (hould leave me; Do not you fee 
(fays he) the miferable Condition of Barrus, and 
the Son of Albits} Let the Misfortunes of thofe 
two Wretches teach you. to avoid Luxury and Ex- 
travagance. If he would infpire me with an Ab- 
horrence to Debauchery, Do not (fays he; make 
your felf like Sedanus, when you may be happy 
in the Enjoyment of lawful Pleafures. How- 
Scandalous, fays he, is the Character Of Trehoniur. 
who was lately caught in bed with another Man's 
Wife? Toilluftrate the Force of this Method, the 
Poet adds, that as a headftrong Patient, who will 
not at flrft follow his Phyfician's Prefcriptions, 
grows orderly when he hears that his Neighbours 
dye all about him, fo Youth is often frighted 
from Vic* by hearing the ill Report it brings up- 
on others. 

1 Xenophm'% Schools of Equity* in his Life of 
Cyrus the,fireat, are fufficiently famous ; he tells 
us that the Perfian Children went to School, 
and employed their time as diligently in learning 
the Principles of Juaice and Sobriety, as the 
Youth in other Countries did, to acquire the moft 
difficult Arts and Sciences ; their Goverriours fpent 
moft -part of the Day in hearing their mutual Ac- 
cufations one againft the other, whether for Vi- 
olence, Cheating, Slander, or Ingratitude, ant 
taught them how to give Judgment againft thofe 
who were found to be any ways guilty of thefe 
Crimes. I omit the Story of the long and (hort 
Coat, for which Cyrus himfelf was, punifhed, as 
a Caf<S equally known with any in Littleton. 
' The Method which Apuleius tells us the Indian 
Gymnofophijls took to educate their Difdpfe* is ftill 
more curious and remarkable. His Words are zs 
follow. When their Dinner is ready, before it is 
ferved up, the Mafters inquire of every particular 
Seljolar, -how he has employed his Time fine* 



S«n-h'(?ng ; fome of them anfwer, that having 
been chofen as Arbiters between twoPerfons they 
have compofed their Differences, and made them 
Friends ; fome, that they have been executing the 
Orders of their Parents; and others, that they 
have either found out fomething new, by their 
own Application, or learnt it from the Inftru- 
clions of their Fellows : But if there happens to 
be any one among them, who cannot make it 
appear that he has employed the Morning to ad- 
vantage, he is immediately excluded from the Com- 
pany, and obliged to work, while the reft are at 
Dinner. 

«'lt is not impofllble that fromthefe feveral ways 
of producing Virtue in the Minds of Boys, fome 
general Method might be invented. What I 
would endeavour to inculcate is, that our Youth 
cannot be too foon taught the Principles of Vir- 
tue, feeing the firft Impreflions which are made 
on the Mind are always the ftrongeft. 
4 TheArch-bifhop oiCambray makes Telemaohus 
fay, that tho' he was young in Years he was old 
in the Art- of knowing how to keep both hisown 
and his Friends Secrets. When my Father, fays 
the Prince, went to the Siege of Troy, he took 
me on his Knees, and after having embraced 
and blefTed me, as he was furrounded by the No- 
bles of Ithaca, O my Friends, fays he, into your 
Hands I commit the Education of my Son ; If e- 
ver you lov'd his Father fhew it in your Care to- 
wards him, but above all, do not omit to form 
him juft, fincere, and faithful in keeping a Secret. 
Thele Words of my Father, fays lelemachus, 
were continually repeated to me by his Friends in 
his Abfencc ; who made no fcruple of communi- 
cating to me their Uneafmefs to fee my Mother 
furrounded with Lovers, and the meafures they 
defigned to take on that Occafion. He adds, that 
he was fo ravifhed at being thus treated like a 
Man, and at the Confidence repofed in him, that he 
never once abufed it ; nor could all the Infinua- 
tions of his Father's Rivals ever get him to betray 
what was committed to him under the Seal of Se- 
crecy. 

* There is hardly any Virtue which a Lad might 
not thus learn by Practice and Example. 

• I have heard of a good Man, who ufed at cer- 
tain times to give his Scholars Six Pence a-piece, 
that they might tell him the next Day how they 
had employ'd it. The third part was always to 
be laid out in Charity, and every Boy was blamed 
or commended as he could make it appear that he 
had chofen a fit Object. 

• In fhort, nothing is more wanting to our Pub- 
lick Schools, than that the Mailer? of them fhould 
ufe the fame Care in fafhio'ning the Manners of 
their Scholars, as in forming their Tongues to the 
learned Languages. Where-ever the former is o- 
mitted, I cannot "help agreeing with Mr. Lock, That 
a Man muft have a very (bange value for Words, 
when preferring the Languages of the Greeks and 
Romans to that which made them fuch brave Men, 
he can think it worth while to hazard the Innocence 
and Virtue of his Son for a little<?re-ev$ and Latin. 

* As theSubjeQ of this Effay is of the higheft Im- 
portance, and what I do not remember to have 
yet feen treated by any Author, I have fent you 
what occurr'd to me on it from my own Ob- 
fervation or Reading, and which you may either 
fupprefs or publifh as you think fit.

Nature 
I found play'd her Part in the Knight pretty well, 
till at the laft concludingLines /he intirely forfook 
him. You muft know, Sir, that it is always my 
Cuftom, when I have been Well entertained at a 
new Tragedy, to make my Retreat before the 
facetious Epilogue enters ; not but that thofe 
Pieces are often very well writ, but , having paid 
down my Ha! f Crown, and made a fair Purcbafe 
of as much of the pleafing Melancholy as the Po- 
et's Art can afford me, or my own Nature admit 
of, I am willing to carry fbme of it home with 
me, and can't endure to be at once trick'd out of 
all, tho' by the wittieft Dexterity in the World. 
However, I kept my Seat t'other Night, in hopes 
of finding my oWn Sentiments of this Matter fa- 
vour'd by your Friends ; when, to my great Sur- 
prize , I found the Knight entering with equal 



Pleafure into both Part9,and as much fatisfied with 
Mrs. Otdfield's Gaiety, as he had been before with 
Andromache's Greatnefs. Whether this were nfr 
other than an Effeft of the Knight's peculiar 
Humanity, pleas'd to find at laft, that after all 
the Tragical Doings, every thing was fafe and 
well, I don't know. But for my own part* I 
muft confefs, I was fo diflatisfied, that I was fof- 
ry the Poet had fav'd Andromache, and could 
heartily have wifh'd that he had left her ftone- 
dead upon the Stage. For you cannot imagine* 
Mr. Spectator, the Mifchief (he was referv'd 
to do me. I found my Soul, during the Action* 
gradually work'd tip to the higheft Pitch i, and 
felt the exalted Faflion which alt generous Minds 
conceive at the Sight of Virtue in Diftrefs. The 
Impreflion, believe me Sir, was fo ftrong upon" 
me, that 1 am perfwaded, if I had been let alone 
in it ( I could at an Extremity have ventured to 
defend your felf, and Sir Roger, againft half a 
Score of the fierceft Mohockj : But the ludicrous 
Epilogue \n the Clofe, extinguifh'd all my Ar- 
dour, and made me look upon all fuch nohle At- 
chievements as downright filly and roitiantick. 
What the reft of the Audience felt, I can't fo well 
tell : For my felf I muft declare, that at the end 
of the Play I found my Soul uniform, and all of 
a PieGe 5 but at the end of the Epilogue it was fd 
jumbled together, and divided between Jeft and 
Earneft, that if you will forgive me an extrava- 
gant Fancy, I will here fet it down. I could not 
but fancy.if my Soul had at that Moment quitted 
ffiy Body, and defended to the Poetical Shades* 
in the Pofture it was then in, what a ftrange Fi- 
gure it would have made among'theffl. Fhejf 
Would Hot have known what to have made of my 
mottley Spectre, half Comic and half Tragic, all 
over refembting a ridiculous Face, that at the 
fame Time laughs on one fide, and cries o' t'o- 
ther. The only Defence, I think, I have evetf 
heard made for this* as it feems to me^ tnoft un- 
natural Tack of the Comic Tail to the Tfagitf 
Head, is this, that the Minds of the Audience 
muft be refreshed, and Gentlemen and La- 
dies not fent away to their own Homes with 
too difmaland melancholy Thoughts about them.

LO N G l N US has obferved, that there may be 
a Loftinefs in Sentiments, where there is no 
Palfion, and brings Inftances out of Ancient 
Authors to fupport this his Opinion. The Pa- 
thetick, as that great Critick obferyes, may a- 
nimate and inflame the Sublime, but is not eflential to 
it. Accordingly, as he further remarks, we very often 
find that thofe, who excell moll in ftirring up the Paffions, 
very often want the Talent of Writing in the Great and 
Sublime manner ; and fo on the contrary. Milton has 
fewn himfeif a Mafter in both thefe ways of Writing. 
The Seventh Book, which we are now entering upon, is 
an Inftance of that Sublime, which is not mixt and work'd 
. up with Paffion. The Author appears in a kind of com- 
posed and fedate Majefty; and tho' the Sentiments do not 
give fo great Emotion as thofe in the former Book, they 
abound with as magnificent Ideas. The Sixth Book, 
like a troubled Ocean, reprefents Greatncis in Confufion ; 
the Seventh affeclis the Imagination like the Ocean in a 
Calm, and fills the Mind of the Reader without producing 
in it any thing like Tumult or Agitation. 

The Critick abovementioned, among the Rules which he 
lays down for fecceeding ,in the Sublime way of Writing, 
propofes to his Reader, that he lhould imitate the mod ce- 
lebrated Authors who have gone before him, and have been 
engaged in Works of the fame nature 5 as in .particular that 
if %s writes on aPoetical Subject, he lhould confidcr how 
Homer would have fpoken on fuch an Occafion. By this 
-means one great Genius often catches the Flame from anr- 
ther, and writes^n hi^Spjrit, without.copying fervilely after 
him. There ate a thoufiuid Shining Paifiages in Virgil, 
which have been lighted up by Homer. 

Milton, though hie own natural Strength ,of Genius was 
capable of furnifhing out a perfect Work, has doubtlefs very 
much raifed and ennobled his Conceptions, by fuch an .Imi- 
tation as 'that which Longinus has recommended. 

In this Book, which gives us an AccQuntbf the Six Days 
Works, the Poet received but very few Afliftances, from 
Heathen Writers, who were Strangers to the Wonders of 
Creation. But as there are many Glorious Stroaks of Poetry 
upon this Subject in Holy Writ, the Author has numberleis 
Allufions tp theal ; thfpugh the whole Courfe of this 
Book. The great Critick, I have before mentioned, thp' 
an Heathen, has taken notice of the Sublime manner in 
which the Law-giver of the Jaws has defcribed the Creati- 
on in the Firft Chapter of Genefis; and there are many other 
Pafiages in Scripture, which rife up to the lame Majefty, 
where this Subject is toucht upon. Miltonhzs (hewn his Judg- 
ment very remarkably, in making ufe of iiioh of thefe' as 
were -proper for his Poem, and in duly qualifying thofe high 
Strains of Eaftern Poetry, which were fui;.eu to Readers 
whofe Imaginations were let to an highe* pitch than -thofe 
of colder Climates. . 

Adonic Speech to the Angel, wherein l fce detlres an Ac- 
count of what had piffed within the Regions pi Nature 
before his Creation, is very great and fpiemii. The follow- 
ing Lines, in which he tells him that the E*aj- js not top far 
fpent for him to enter upon I'uch a Subject, are exquiiice in 
their kind.

The Mefliah, 
by whom, as we are told in Scripture, the Heavens were 
made, comes forth in the Power of his Father, fiirrpunded 
with an Hoft of Angels, and cloathed with fuch a Majefty 
as becomes his entering upon a Work, which, according to 
our Conceptions, Jop.ks fcke the utnaoft exertion of Omni- 
potence. What a beautiful Defcription has our Author 
raifed upon that Hint in one of the Prophets. And behold 
there came four Chariots out from between two Mountains, and 
the Mountains were Mountains of Brafs.

Cicrub ar.J Seraph. Potentates md Thrones, 
And virtues, winged Spirits, and Chariots wingd, 
From the Armoury of God, where ft and of old 
Myriad.' between trvo brazen mountains lodg'd 
Againft a Memn day, hamefl at hand; 
Cdeflid Equipage; aifdnow came forth 
Spontaneous, for -mi thin them fpirit liv'd 
Attendant on their lord : Heav'n open' d wide 
Her ever-during Gates, Harmonious found 
On golden Hinges moving . . 

I have before .taken notice of .thefe Chariots of God, and 
ot thefe Gates of Heaven, and Aall here only add, thatH*- 
mer gives us the fame Idea of the latter as opening of them- 
lelves tho* he afterwards takes off from it, by telling us, 
that the Hours firft of all removed thofe prodigious heaps of 
Clouds which lay as a Barrier before them. . i - 

I do not know an^liog in the whole Poem niore Sub- 
lime than the Defcription which follows, wh«ie the Mef- 
liah is reprefemed at the head of his Angels, as looking 
down into. the Chaos, calming its Confufion, riding into 
the midft of it, and drawing the firft Out-Line of the Crea- 
tion. 

On Hettv'tdy ground they flood, and from the port 
They view'd the vafi itnmeafurable Abyfi 
Outragiotts as a Sea, dark, wafteful, wild, 
Up from the bottom turn'd by furious winds. 
Axdfiirging waves, as Mountains to a/fault 
Heav'ns height, and with the Center mix the fol*. 

Silence ye troubled waves, and thou Deep, Peace, 
Said then th'Omnific word, your Difcord end: 

Nor,ftaid, but on the wings of Cherubim , 
Up-lifted, in Paternal Glory rode 
Far into Chaos, and the world unborn ; 
For Chaos heard his voice: him all his tram 
Folkw'd in bright Proceffion to behold 1 

Creation, and the wonders of Ms might. 
Thenftaid the fervid wheels, and in his hand 
. He took the golden Compaffes, prepared 
In Gods eternal Store, to circumfcribe 
This Univerfe, and all created things : 
One foot he Center d, and the other turn'd, 
Round through the vaft profundity obfeure, 
Andfaid, tliusfitr extend, thus far thy bounds, 
This.be thy juft Circumference, O World. 

The Thought of the Golden Compaffes is conceiv'd alto- 
gether in Homer's Spirit, and is a very noble Incident this 
wonderful Defcription. Homer, when he fpeaks of the 
Gods, afenbes to them fevaral Arms and Inftruments with 
the lame greatnefs of Imagination. Let the Reader only 
perule the Defcription of Minerva's JEgis, or Buckler, in the 
tittii Book, with her Spear, which could overturn whole 
Squadrons, and her Helmet, that was fufficient to cover an 
Army, drawn out of an hundred Cities: The Golden Com- 
palles, in the above-mentioned Paflage appear a very natural In- 
Itrument in the Hand of him, whom Plato fomewhere calls 
the Divine Geometrician. As Poetry delights in cloathuigab- 
ltrafted Ideas i n Allegories and fenfible Images, we find a 
magnificent Defcription of the Creation form'd after the 
lame manner in one of the Prophets, wherein he defcribes 
the Almighty Architect as meafuring the Waters in the hol- 
low of his Hand, meting out the Heavens with his Span, 
comprehending the Duft of the Earth in a Meafure, weigh- 
ing the Mountains in Scales, and the Hills in a Ballance. A- 
nother of them defcribing the Supreme Being in this great 
Work ot Creation, reprefents him as laying the Foundati- 
ons of the Earth, and ftretching a Line upon it. And in a- 
.nother place as garnifhing the Heavens, ftretching out the 
North over the empty place, and hanging the Earth upon 
nothing. This laft noble Thought Milton has exprefi'd in 
the toliowiug Verfe. 

And Earth felfballanc'd on her Center hung. 
The Beauties of Defcription in this Book lie fo very thick 
that it is impoffible to enumerate them in this Paper. Thi 









Poet has employed on them the whole Energy of our 
Tongue. The leveral great Scenes of the Creation rife up 
to view one after another, in fuch a manner that the Rea- 
der feems prefent at this wonderful Work* and to aHi.1 a- 
mong the Quires ot Angels, who are the Spectators ot it. 
How glorious is the Coaduiiou of the firfl Day. 

Thus was the firft day Ev'n and Morn.

Cne would wonder how the Poet could be fo concife in 
his Defcription of the Six Days Works, as to comprehend 
them within the bounds of an Epifode, and at the fame 
time fo particular, as to give us a lively Idea of them. 
This is (till more remarkable in his Account of the Fifth 
and Sixth Day, in which he has drawn out to our view the 
whole Animal Creation, from the Reptit to the Behemoth. 
As the Lion and the Leviathisn are two of the nobleft Pro- 
ductions in this World of living Creatures, the Reader will 
find a moil exquifite Spirit of Poetry, in the Account 
which our Author gives us of them. The Sixth Day con- 
cludes with the Formation of Man, upon which the Angel 
takes occafion, as he did after the Battel in Heaven, to re- 
mind Adam of his Obedience, which was the principal De- 
fign of this his Vifit. 

The Ptx t afterwards reprefents the Meffiah returning into 
Heaven, r.nd taking a Survey of his great Work. There is 
foracthir.g ncxprc-iTibly Sublime in this Part of the Poem,

The great Creator from his work return'd 
Magi.ificent, his fix days work, a World. 

I cannot conclude this Book upon the Creation, without 
mentioning a Poem which has lately appeared under that 
Title. The Work was undertaken with Co good an Inten- 
tion, and is e:.tciitc-d with ib great a Maftery, that it de- 
ilrves to be looked upon as one of the moit uleful and 
noble Productions in our EnglifltVerte. The Reader cannot 
but be pleafed to find the Deaths of Philofopihy enlivened 
with ail the Charms o ' Poetry, and to fee lb great a Strength 
of Rcafon, aniidit lb beautiful a Redundancy of Imaginati- 
on. The Author has (hewn us thatDeilgn in all the Works 
of Natui e, which neceilarijy leads us to the Knowledge of its 
firft Cauie.

I Take it to be the higheft Inftance of a noble 
Mind, to bear great Qualities without difco- 
vering in a Man's Behaviour any Confcioufrtefs 
that he is fuperiour to the reft of the World : 
Or, to fay it otherwife, it is the Duty of a great 
Perfon fo to demean himfelf, as that whatever En- 
dowments he may have* he may appear td value 
himfelf upon no Qualities but fuch as any Man may 
arrive at : He ought to think no Man valuable but 
for his publick Spirit, JuUke* and Integrity ; and all 
other Endowments to be efteemed only as they 
contribute to the exerting thofe Virtues. Such a 
a Man, if he is wife or valiant, knows it is of no 
Coniideration to other Men that he is fo, but as 
he employs thofe high Talents for their Ufe and 
Service. He who affects the Applaufes and Ad- 
dreffes of a Multitude, or affumes to himfelf a 
Pre-eminence updn any other Corifideration, muft 
foon turn Admiration Into Contempt. It is certain 
that there can be no Merit in any Man who is not 
confeious of it 5 but the Senfe that it is valuable only 
according to the Application of it, makes that Supe- 
riority amiable which would otherwife be invidious. 
In this Light it is considered as a thing in which 
every Man bears a Share : It annexes the Ideas of 
Dignity, Power, and Fame in an agreeable and 
familiar Manner to him who is Pofleflbr of it ; 
and all Men who were Strangers to him are na- 
turally incited to indulge a Curiofity in beholding 
the Perfon, Behaviour, Feature and Shape, of him 
in whofe Charael.r, perhaps, each Man had formed 
fomethiog in common with himfelf. Whether 
fuch, or any other, are the Caufes, all Men have an 
earning Curiofity to behold a Man of heroick 
Worth 3 and I have very many Letters from all 
Parts of this Kingdom, that requeft I would give 
them an exact Account of the Stature, the Mcin, 
the Afpe£t, of the Prince who lately vifited Eng- 
land, and has done fuch Wonders for the Liberty 
of Europe. It would puzzle the moft Curious to 
form to himfelf the S,;rtofManmy feveralCorre- 
fpondents expect to hear o r j by the Action mention- 
ed, when they defire a Delcription of him : There 
is always lomething that concerns themfelves; and 



growing out of their own Circtimftancesi in all 
their Enquiries. A Friend of mine in Wales 
befeeches me to be very exact in my Account of 
that wonderful Man who had marched an Army 
and all its Baggage over the Alps $ and, if pofli- 
ble, to learn whether the Peafant who Ihewed him 
the Way; and is drawn in the Map, be yet living; 
A Gentleman from the Univerfity; who is deeply 
intent on the Study of Humanity, defires me to be 
as particular* if 1 had Opportunity, in obferving 
the whole Interview between his Highnefs and our 
late General. Thus dd Mens Fancies work accord- 
ing to their feveral Educations and Circumftances ; 
but all pay a Refpect, mixed with Admiration, t& 
this illuftrious Character. I have waited for hi<5 
Arrival in Holland, before I would let my Core- 
fpondents know, that I have not been fo uneurious 
a Spectator, as not to have feen Prince Eugene. 
It would be very difficult; as I faid juft now, to an- 
fwer every Expectation of thofe who have writ td 
me on that Head 5 nor is it poffible for me to find 
Words to let one know, whatan artful Glance there 
is in his Countenance who furprized Cremona ; how 
daring he appears who forced the Trenches of Turin : 
But in general can fay, that he who beholds him,' 
will eafily expect from him any thing that is to be 
imagined ot execute^ by the Wit or For e of Man. 
The Prince is of that Stature which makes a Man 
moft eafily become all Parts of Exa-cife 5 has 
Height to be graceful on Occafions of State and 
Ceremony, a. d no lefs adapted for Agility and 
Difpatch : His Afpect is erect and eorrpos'd 5 V\i 
Eye lively and thoughtful; yet rather vigilant rhari 
fparkling : His, Action and Addrefs the moft eafy ; 
imaginable, and his Behaviour in an Aflembly pecu- 
liarly graceful in a certain Art of mixing infenfibly 
with the reft, and becoming one of the Company,* 
inftead of receiving the Courtfhip of it. , The 
Shape of his Perfon, and Compofure of his Limbs, 
are remarkably exact and beautiful. There is inh i 
Look fomething fublime, which does not feem to 
arife from his Quality or Character, but the inn-te 
Difpofitionpf his Mind. It is apparent that he. 
fuffers the Preferice of much Cohlpany, inftead of 
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liking Delight in it 5 and he appeared in Publick 
while with us, rather to return Good- will, or fatisfy 
a Curioilty, more than to "ratify any Talte he him- 
felf had of being popular. As his Thoughts are 
never tumultuous in Danger, they are as little dif- 
compofed on Occafions of Pomp and Magnificence : 
A great Soul is affected in either Cafe, no further 
than in considering the propered Methods to extri- 
cate it felf from them. If this Heroe has the 
flrong Incentives to uncommon Enterprizes that 
were remarkable in Alexander, he profecutes and en- 
joys the Fame of them with the Judnefs, Proprie- 
ty, and good Senfe of defir. h is eafy to obierve 
in him a Mind as capable of being entertained with 
Contemplation as Enterprize ; a Mind ready for 
great Exploits, but not impatient for Occasions to 
exert it felf. The Prince has Wifdom and Valour 
jin as high Perfection as Man can enjoy it 5 which 
noble Faculties in conjunction , banifh all Vain- 
Glory, Oftentation, Ambition, and all other Vices 
which might intrude upon his Mind to make it une- 
qual. Thefe Habits and Qualities of Soul and 
Body render this Perfonage fo extraordinary, that 
he appears to have nothing in him but what every 
M^n Ihould have in him, The Exertion of his ve- 
ry felf, abdra&ed from the Circumftances in which 
Fortune has placed him. Thus were you to fee 
Prince Eugene, and were told he was a private Gen- 
tleman, you would fay he is a Man of Modedy and 
Merit : Should you be told that was Prince Eugene, 
he would be diminished no otherwife, than that 
Part of your didant Admiration would turn into fa- 
miliar Good-will. This I thought fit to entertain 
my Reader with, concerning an Heroe who never 
was equalled but by one Man 5 over whom alfo he 
has this Advantage, that he has had an Opportunity 
to manifeft an Edeem for him in his Adverfity.

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I Have often wonder'd at that Ill-natur'd Pofition 
which has been fometimes maintained in the 
Schools, and iscomprifedinanoldZ,<tf/» Verfe, 
namely, that A Man's Knowledge is worth no- 
th'ir.Z, if he communicates what he knows to any one 
beSides.

that he had laid open' thofe M/Sjms to common. 
Readers, which ought only to have been'xefervei 
for the knowledge of the Gwat, 

Thefe Objections arethought by many of fo much 
weight, that they often defend the abovemen- 
tioned Authors, by affirming they have affededfuch 
an Obfcurity in their Stile and Manner of Writ- 
ing, that, tho' every one may read their Works, 
there will be but very few who can comprehend 
their Meaning. 

Perfius, the Latin Satirift, affected Obfcurity for 
another Reafon, with which however Mr. Cewlty 
is fo offended, that writing to one of his Friends, 
You, fays he, tell me, that you do not know whe- 
ther Perfius be a good Poet or no,becaufe you can- 
not underftand him, for which very Reafon I affirm, 
that he is not fo. 

However, this Art of writing unintelligibly has 
been very much Improved, and followed by feve- 
rai of the Moderns, who observing the general In- 
clination of Mankind to dive into a Secret, and the 
Reputation many have acquired by concealing 
their Meaning under obfeure Terms and Phrafes, 
refolve, that they may be ftill more abftrufe, to* 
write without any Meaning at all : This Art, as 
it is at prcfent pradifed by many eminent Authors, 
conliijs in throwing fo many Words at a venture 
into different Periods, and leaving the Curious Rea- 
der to find out the Meaning of them. 

The Egyptians, who made ufe of Hieroglyphicks 
to fi>:nifie feveral things, expreffed a Man who con- 
fined his Knowledge and Difcovcries altogether 
within himlelf, by the Figure of a Dark-Lanthorn 
clofed on all fides, whjch, tho' it was illuminated 

within, 
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within, afforded no manner of Light or Advantage to 
fuch as flood by it. For my own part, as I (hail from 
time to time communicate to the Publick whatever 
Difcoveries I happen to make, Ifhould much rather 
be compared to an ordinary Lamp which coniumes 
and waites it felf for the benefit of every, l'afienr 
ger. 

I (hall conclude this Faper with the Story of R»fi- 
crucias's Sepulcher. I fuppofe I need not inform 
rny Readers that this Man was the Founder of the 
Rnficrcfian Seel, and that his Difciples Hill pretend 
to new Difcoveries, Y*hich they ate never toCom- 
muii'cate to the reft of Mankind. 

A certain Perfon having occafion to dig fomewhat 
deep in the Ground where this Philofopher lay In- 
terr'd, met with a fmall Door having a Wail on 
each fide of it. His Curiofity, and the hopes of 
finding fome hidden Treafure, foon prompted him 
to force open the Door. He was immediately fur- 
prized by a fudden blaze of Light, and difcoveted a 
very fair Vault: At the upper end of it was the Sta- 
tue of a Man in Armour fitting by a Table, and 
leaning on his Left Arm. He held a Truncheon in 
his Right Hand, and had a Lamp burning before 
him. The Man had no fooner fet one Foot within 
the fKault, than the Statue eiccn'tig it felf from its 
leaning Potture, flood bolt upright; and upon the 
Fellow's advancing another Step, lifted up the 
Truncheon in its Right Hand.

MR. Lock, in his Trearife of Human Un- 
derftanding, has fpent two Chapters upon 
the Abufe of Words. The firft and molt 
palpabkAbufeof Words, he fays, is, when 
they are ufed without clear and diftin6t Ideas. The 
fecond, when we are fo inconftant and unfteady in 
the Application of them, that we fometimes ufe 
them to fignifie one Idea, fometimes another. He 
adds, that the Refult of our Contemplations and 
Reafonings, while we have no precife Ideas fixed 
to our Words, mult needs be veryconfufed andab- 
furd. To avoid this Inconvenience, more efpecially in 
Moral Difcourfes, where the lame Word fliould 
conftantly be ufed in the fame Senfe, be earnettly 
recommends the ufc of Definitions. A Definition, 
lays he, it the only way whereby the precife meaning 
of Moral Words can be known. He therefore accufes 
thofe of great Negligence who difcourfe of Mo- 
ral things with the leaft Obfcurity in the Terms 
they make ufe of, fince upon the foremention'd 
Ground he does not fcruple to fay that he thinks 
Morality is capable of Demonjlration as well as the 
Mathematicks. 

I know no two Words which have been more 
abufed by the different and wrong Interpretations 
which are put upon them, than thofe two, Mode- 
fly and Affurance. To fay fuch an one is a modejl 
Man, fometimes indeed panes for a good Character; 
but at prefent is very often ufed to fignifie a fheepifh, 
awkard Fellow, who has neither Good-breeding, 
Politenefs, nor any Knowledge of the World. 

Again, A Man of Affurance, tho' at firft it only 
denoted a Perfon of a free and open Carriage, is 
now very ufually applied to a profligate Wretch, 
who can break through all the Rules of Decency and 
Morality without a Blufh. 

I (hall endeavour therefore in thisEffay toreftore 
thafe Words to their true Meaning, to prevent the 
Idea of Modejly from being confounded with that 
of Sheepijhnefs, and to hinder Impudence horn, palling 
for Affurance. 

If I was put to define Modejly, I would call it The 
fief.cHhn of a» Ingenwjus Mind y either when a Man 



has committed an A3 ion for which he Cenfures himfelf t 
«r fancies that he it expofed to the Cenfure of others. 

For this Reafon a Man truly Modeft is as much fo 
when he is alone, as in Company ; and as fubjccYto 
a Blufh in his Clofet, as when the Eyes of Multi- 
tudes ate upon him. 

I do not remember to have met with any InftaBce - 
of Modefty with which I am fo well pleafed, as 
that celebrated one of the young Prince, whofe Fa- 
ther being a Tributary King to the Romans, had le- 
veral Complaints laid againft him before the Senate, 
as a Tyrant and Oppreflbr of his Subje&s. The 
Prince went to Rome to defend his Father; but co- 
ming into the Senate, and hearing a multitude of 
Crimes proved upon him, was fo oppreffed when 
it came to his turn to fpeak, that he was unable to 
utter a Word. The Storytells us, that the Fathers 
were more moved at this Inftance of Modefty and 
Ingenuity, than they could have been by the moft 
Pathetick Oration ; and, in (hort, pardoned the Guilty 
Father for this early Promife of Virtue in the Son. 

I take Affurance to be The Vacuity of po(fejfwg a 
Man's felf, or of faying and dying indifferent things 
without anyUneafinefs or Emotion m the Mind. That 
which generally gives a Man Affurance is a mode- 
rate Knowledge of the World, but above all a 
Mind fixed and determined in it felf to do nothing 
againft the Rules of Honour and Decency. An o- 
penand affured Behaviour is the natural Confequence 
of fuch a Refolution . A Man thus armed, if his 
Words or Actions are at any time mifinterpreted 
retires within himfelf, and from a Confcioufnefs' 
of his own Integrity affumes Force enough to de- 
fpife the little Cenfures of Ignorance or Malice. 

Every one ought to cherifh and encourage in 
himfelf the Modefty and Affurance! have here men- 
tioned. 

A Man without Affurance is lyable to be made un- 
eafie by the Folly »r Ill-nature of every one he con- 
venes with. A Man without Modefty is loft to 
all Senfe of Honour and Virtue.

It is more than probable that the Prince above- 
mentioned pollened both thefe Qualifications iua 
very eminent degree. Without Aflurance he would 
never bave undertaken to fpeak before the molt au- 
guft Ailembly in the World: Without Modeily he 
would have pleaded the Cattfe he had taken upon 
him, tho' it had appeared never To Scandalous. 

From what h* been faid it is plain, that Modefty 
and Aflurance are both amiable, and may very well 
meet in the fame Perfon. When they are thus 
mixed and blended together they compote what we 
endeavour to exprefs when we fay a modifi ^Jfu- 
ranee; by which we underftand the Juit Mean be- 
tween Balhfulnefs and Impudence. 

I fliall conclude, with obferving, that as the 
fame Man may be both Model t and Allured, fo it 
is alfo pofiible for the fame Perfon to be both Im- 
pudent and Bafhful. 

We have frequent lnflances of this odd kind of 
Mixture in People of depraved Minds and mean E- 
ducation ; who tho' they are not able to meet a 
Man's Eyes, or pronounce a Sentence without Con- 
fufion, can voluntarily commit the greatelt Villa- 
nies, or moll Indecent Action 

Such a Perfon feems to have made a Refolution 
to do III even in fpite of himfelf, and in defiance 
of all thofe Checks and Reltraints his Temper and 
Complcctiun feem to have laid in his way. 

Upon the whole, I would endeavour to eftablifh 
this Maxim, That the Practice of Virtue is the molt 
proper Method to give a Man a becoming Aflu- 
rance in his Words and Actions. Guilt always 
feeks to fhelter it felf in one of theExtreams ; and 
is fometin.es attended with torn.

THERE is a Fault, which tho' common, 
Wants a Name. It is the very contrary 
to Procraftination : As we loie the pre- 
fentHour by delaying from Day to Day to 
execute what we ought to do immediately ; fo moft 
of us take Occafion to fit ftill and throw away the 
Time in our Poffeffion, by retrofpefl: on what is 

{>aft, imagining we have already acquitted our 
elves and eftablifhed our Characters in the fight of 
Mankind. But when we thus put a Value upon our 
felves for what we have already done, any further 
than to explain our felves in order to aflift our 
future Conduct, that will give us an over- weening 
Opinion of our Merit to the prejudice of our pre- 
fent Induftry. The great Rule, methinks, Ihould 
be to manage the Inrtant in which we {land with 
Fortitude, Equanimity, and Moderation, according 
to Mens refpeclive Circumftances. If our pall 
A&ions reproach us, they cannot be attoned for 
by our own fevere Reflexions fo effectually as by a 
contrary Behaviour : If they are praife-worthy, 
the memory of them is of no ufe but to acl: fuit- 
ably to them. Thus a good prefcnt Behaviour is 
an implicit Repentance for any mifcarriage in what 
is paft 3 butprefent Slacknefs will not make up for 
paft Activity. Time has fwallowed up all that 
we Contemporaries did Yefterday, as irrevocably 
as it has the A&ions of the Antidiluvians : But we 
arc again awake, and what fhall we do to Day, to 
Day which pafles while we are yet fpeaking ? Shall 
we remember the Folly of laft Night, or refolve 
upon the Exercife of Vertue to Morrow ? La ft 
Night is certainly gone, and to Morrow may never 
arrive : This Inftant make ufe of. Can you oblige 
any Man of Honour and Virtue ? Do it immediately. 
Can you viut a fick Friend ? Will it revive him to 
fee you enter and fufpend your own Eafe and 
Fleafure to comfort his Weaknefs, and hear the 
impertinences of a Wretch in Pain ? Don't ftay to 
take Coach, but be gone. Your Miftrefs will bring 
Sorrow, and your Bottle Madnefs : Go to nei- 
ther. -Such Vertues and Diver/ions as thefe, are 

mentioned becaufe they occur to all Men. But 
every Man is fufficiently convinced, that to fufpend 



the ufe of the prefent Moment, and refolve better 
for the future only, is an unpardonable Folly ; 
what I attempted to Confider, was the Mifchief of 
fetting fuch a Value upon what is paft, as to think 
we have done enough. Let a Man have filled all 
the Offices of Life with the higheft Dignity till 
Yefterday, and begin to live only to himfelf to 
Day ; he muft expect he will in the Effects upon 
his Reputation, be conGdered as the Man who 
dyed Yefterday. The Man who diftinguifhes him- 
felf from the reft, ftands in a Prefs of People ; 
thofe before him intercept his Progrefs, and thofe 
behindThim, if he does not urge on, will tread 
him down. Cafar, of whom it was faid, that he 
thought nothing done while there was any thing left for 
him to do, went on in performing the greateft 
Exploits, without afluming to himfelf a Privilege of 
taking Reft upon the Foundation of the Merit of 
his former Actions. It was the manner of that 
glorious Captain, to write down what Scenes he 
paffed through, but it was rather to keep his Af- 
fairs in Method, and capable of a clear review in 
cafe they fhould be examined by others, than that 
he built a renown upon any thing which was 
pafled. I fhall produce two Fragments of his to 
Demonftrate, that it was his rule of Life to fuppart 
himfelf rather by what he fhould perform, than 
what he had done already. In the Tablet which 
he wore about him the fame Year in which he 
obtained the Battle of Pharfalla, there were found 
thefe loofe Notes for his own Conduit. It is fup- 
pofed by the Circumftances they alluded to, that 
they might be fet down the Evening of the fame 
Night. 



« My Part is now but begun, and my Glory muft 
be fuftained by the Ufe I make of this Victory ; 
otherwife, my Lofs will be greater than that of 
Pompey. Our perfonal Reputation will rife or 
fall as we bear our refpective Fortunes. All my 
private Enemies among the Prifoners fhall be 
1'pared. I will forget this in order to obtain fuch 
another Day. Trehittius is afhamed to fee me : I 
will go to his Tent and be reconciled in private-

* Give all the Men of Honour who take Part with 

* me, the Terras 1 offered before the Battle : Let 
«* them owe this to their Friends who have been 
« long in my Interefts. Power is weakened by the 
' full Ufe of it, but extended by Moderation. 
« Galbinius is proud, and will be fervile in his pre- 
« fent Fortune j let him wait. Send for Stertimm : 
« He ismodeft, and his Virtue is Worth gaining. 
« I have cooled my Heart with Reflexion ; and am 

* fit to rejoice with the Army to Morrow. He is 
« a popular General who can expofe himfelf like a 
« private Man during a Battle j but he is more po- 
«' pular who can rejoice but like a private Man after 

* a Victory. 

What is particularly proper for the Example of 
all who pretend to Induftry in the Purfuit of Ho- 
nour and Virtue, is, That this Hero was more 
than ordinarily follicitous about his Reputation, 
when a common Mind would have thought it felf 
in Security, and given it felf a Loofe to Joy and 
Triumph. But though this is a very great Inltance 
of his Temper, I muft confefs 1 am more taken 
with his Reflexions when he retired to his Clofet 
in fome Difturbance, apon the repeated ill Omens 
of .Calphttrnias Dream the Night before his Death. 
The literal Tranflation of that Fragment fhall con- 
clude this Paper.
